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COMMUNITY RELATIONS 


The Houston Astros want to encourage area youth to succeed in school. Towards that end, the Astros run the 
Academic All-Stars school-based ticket program in conjunction with area school districts for students in grades 
K-12. Schools must enroll in the program in advance to be eligible for tickets for their qualifying students. Students 
at participating schools who attain perfect attendance, demonstrate good character/conduct make straight A’s or 
achieve the honor roll during any grading cycle in the second semester are eligible to receive tickets to pre-selected 
Astros games. Based on ticket availability, the Astros also partner with qualifying area public libraries to reward 
at-risk children who complete the highest level of their participating library’s summer reading program. For more 
information, visit www.astros.com/community.

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On November 17, 2011, when Major League Base- 
ball unanimously approved the purchase of the Houston 
Astros by a group headed by Houston businessman Jim 
Crane, a new era of Astros baseball began. 

As the new Owner and Chairman, Jim Crane hit the 
ground running upon taking control of the Astros by im- 
mediately putting his plan to rebuild the franchise into 
place. As a highly-successful businessman in Houston 
and former standout college pitcher, Jim has the creden- 
tials to make the Astros a winning team both on and off 
the field. 

From the start, Jim has been clear about his goals: 
To make the Astros a ballclub that can have sustained 
success at the Major League level by building a top- 
notch farm system, and to provide Astros fans with an 
outstanding experience at Minute Maid Park. 

As a Houstonian, Jim shares the same passion for 
the Astros as its fans and is dedicated to bringing those 
fans the World Series championship that they deserve. 

During the last two offseasons, Jim hosted several sessions with Astros season ticket holders and loyal fans at 
Minute Maid Park to receive feedback on a variety of issues. As a result, several new, fan-friendly initiatives were put 
into place, including a reduction in ticket prices of thousands of seats and rebates for season ticket holders. Under 
Jim’s leadership, the Astros also used fan feedback to help design the popular new uniforms and logo that were un- 
veiled in November. Jim and the front office team will hold similar sessions in the coming year to keep the momentum 
going and further improve the fan experience at Minute Maid Park. 


The Early Years 

Jim hails from St. Louis, Missouri, where he 
became a loyal, spirited fan of the St. Louis Cardi- 
nals. As a teenager, he caddied for members of the 
Cardinals team at local golf clubs and parked cars 
for patrons at Cardinals games. Jim was impressed 
by the caring, family atmosphere on the Cardi- 
nals team and the team’s close ties with the local 
community. He has carried these values forward 
throughout his life in business, philanthropic and 
personal relationships. 


Passion For The Game 

As a young man, Jim put his innate pas- 
sion for baseball into action at Central Missouri 
State University (now the University of Central 
Missouri), where he was a standout pitcher for the 
Mules from 1973 -76 under the late, revered coach, 
Robert Tompkins. He had a four-year record of 21-8 
with an earned-run average of 2.42, and ranks first 
in career complete games (23), first in career shut- 
outs (7) and third in career strikeouts (215). Jim still 
holds the Mules’ single-game strikeout record with 
18, and in 1997, was inducted into the Central Mis- 


souri State University Athletic Hall of Fame. 

Jim was the primary underwriter of a $1.2-million renovation in 1998 of the old Mules Field on the University 
of Central Missouri campus. On January 21, 1998, the facility was renamed the James R. Crane Stadium/Robert N. 
Tompkins Field in honor of Jim and his beloved coach. Jim continues to contribute to the college annually to provide 
athletic scholarships for Mules baseball. 

Jim earned a bachelor of science degree in industrial safety from Central Missouri State University in 1976. This 
led to a loss control job evaluating commercial risks for an insurance company and then a move to Houston in 1982, 
where he entered the freight forwarding business. 
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Success In The Business World 

In March 1984, at the age of 30 and with 
$10,000 borrowed from his sister, Jim founded 
Eagle USA Airfreight (EGL, Inc.). In his first office 
located in Houston with a sole employee, Jim 
handled the loading and trucking himself. The 
company made money in its first month, and Jim 
ultimately built it into an organization of more i 
than 10,000 employees with 400-plus facilities in J 
139 countries. EGL was named one of Houston's 
“Best Places to Work,’ and reached #599 on the 
Fortune 1000 list during Jim’s tenure. Jim has 
been the recipient of a long list of awards and 
honors for his entrepreneurial activities and at

Jim is the owner of Champion Energy Services, which ranks in the top five nonutility-affiliated retail electric 
providers in the United States and among the top 20 retail electricity companies in the nation and is also CEO and 
President of Crane Capital Group, Inc. 


Giving Back 

As Astros Owner and Chairman, Jim has embraced the opportunity to give back to the City of Houston and be- 
yond. One of his first initiatives was the creation of the Astros Community Leaders Program, which is a collaboration 
between the Houston Astros and Houston-based corporations, and the City of Houston, Mayor Annise Parker and 
the Houston Parks and Recreation Department. This ambitious endeavor will contribute close to $18.0 million to the 
city over a five-year period to build or refurbish youth baseball and softball fields in disadvantaged neighborhoods 
throughout the city and purchase equipment, uniforms and more. The first fields affected by the Community Leaders 
Program are scheduled to be completed this spring. 

Jim personally developed the Community Leaders program, which offers corporations the opportunity to part- 
ner with the Astros and the Astros in Action Foundation to become part of a team that will improve several city 
neighborhoods through the game of baseball. The program will also train and employ recent military veterans to help 
oversee and maintain the newly-refurbished facilities. 

“Baseball was very important to my own development,’ said Jim.“Playing baseball made me a lot more confident 
and comfortable in my ability to achieve m

His love of baseball is unabated, and 
he has added the game of golf to his ath- 
letic endeavors.

PRESIDENT & CEO 


Texas native George Postolos became President and CEO 
after the purchase of the Houston Astros by Jim Crane and his 
partners in November of 2011. George had worked with Jim 
for five years in pursuing an MLB franchise before ultimately 
completing the purchase of the Astros. 

From the start, Jim and George have been clear about their 
long-term plan for the Astros: develop the best young talent in 
baseball to make the Astros a perennial contender and be the 
most accessible organization in sports in order to strengthen 
relationships with customers, fans and the community. After one 
season their plan is already yielding results. 

Since naming Jeff Luhnow as the Astros 12th General 
Manager, the Astros farm system has jumped from the bottom 
to the top, as evidenced by performance on the field and the 
projections of the media. Prior to the 2013 season, ESPN.com’s Keith Law ranked the Astros as the No. 4 farm 
system in baseball, a significant jump from the No. 27 spot the team occupied prior to the 2012 season. Three 
of the Astros affiliates reached the postseason in 2012, with two going on to championship series, and one, 
the Lancaster Jethawks, clinching the California League Championship title. Minor leaguers Carlos Correa, 
Jonathan Singleton, George Springer and Jarred Cosart were all named to MLB.com’s Top 100 Prospects list for 
2013, further evidence that the Astros talent is vastly improved. 

The Astros leadership maintains constant dialogue with customers and fans through season ticket holder 
events, fan forums, surveys, focus groups, community events and sales calls. This fan-friendly approach has 
resulted in numerous first-year initiatives to strengthen the organization. Minute Maid Park now has more 
affordable tickets, more reasonably priced beer and allows fans more flexibility to bring their own food and 
water. Team philanthropy has also become more focused on the Astros’ three charitable pillars of the military, 
cancer research, and youth baseball/softball and refurbishing those fields in the inner city. In addition, 2013 
marks the debut of the new Astros brand. The new uniform, logo, and return of long-time favorite mascot Orbit 
are all based on fan feedback and draw on the team’s rich heritage. The launch of the brand has been met with 
incredible fan approval and support. The new look will be featured not only on the uniforms, but also within 
Minute Maid Park, as it undergoes renovations to incorporate the new team colors - blue and orange - and new 
logo - the star and block “H”. 

Although 2013 will mark only his second full season as an executive in Major League Baseball, George 
established a solid reputation in the professional sports world at an early age. In 1998, he joined the Houston 
Rockets as COO, and by 2002 was named President and CEO. During his tenure, Postolos helped the Rockets 
franchise triple in value, while spearheading the development of the Toyota Center, which opened in 2003, and 
a groundbreaking local television partnership. 

George also worked to bring the 2006 NBA All-Star Game to the Toyota Center, to launch a new Rockets 
uniform and logo, and to develop award-winning television, print and billboard advertising campaigns. In 
2002, at age 38, George was honored as a member of the SportsBusiness Journal’s 40 under 40, as one of the 
country’s sports executives to watch. 

In 2006, George left the Rockets to start The Postolos Group, LP, an investment and advisory firm that 
specialized in the sports and live entertainment business. 

Prior to joining the Rockets, George served as Special Assistant to NBA Commissioner David Stern in 
1997-98. In that role, he assisted Stern with matters pertaining to administration and management of the 
league including collective bargaining, efficient operation of league offices, national television, international 
expansion, and retail brand extensions. 

George graduated magna cum laude from both Harvard College and Harvard Law School. He practiced 
law for six years prior to becoming a sports executive. 

George grew up in San Antonio, TX, where he gained much of his business, marketing and customer 
service acumen from his father, Luke, who owned and operated the Old San Francisco Steak House Company. 
George also sold season tickets and program advertising for his hometown San Antonio Spurs under owner 
and family friend Angelo Drossos. 

George and his wife, Nicole, reside in Houston with their two daughters and one son. 


Jeff Luhnow was named the 12th general 
manager in Astros franchise history on December 
7, 2011. Since that date, he has been active in 
shaping the organization both on and off the 
field. In his first year, the club made nine trades 
involving Major League players and received 24 
Teeth Prete ; players in return, spanning the entire system 

a from rookie ball to the Major Leagues. Players 
received in these trades include Jed Lowrie, 
| Matt Dominguez and Tyler Greene, all of whom 
contributed on the field in 2012, and Alex White 
and John Ely, both of whom figure to compete for 
rotation spots in 2013. Other prospects acquired 
in these trades include Asher Wojciechowski, 
Robbie Grossman, Carlos Perez and Marc Krauss. 

Jeff was also active in using the waiver wire 
and Rule 5 Draft to bring talented players into the organization. Rhiner Cruz and Marwin Gonzalez both stuck 
with the team and contributed in 2012, and Josh Fields and Nate Freiman will have a chance to do the same in 
2013. Justin Maxwell, Fernando Martinez and Hector Ambriz were all valuable waiver claims that contributed in 
2012, and Sam Demel, Jake Elmore, Phil Humber, Brandon Laird and Che-Hsuan Lin aim to participate in 2013. 
Most recently, Jeff acquired three talented, young players just prior to Spring Training, receiving power-hitting 
1B/OF Chris Carter, top pitching prospect Brad Peacock and top catching prospect Max Stassi from Oakland. 

The 2012 Amateur Draft was another important vehicle for talent acquisition during Jeff's first year on the job. 
The Astros’ selections yielded four of Baseball America’s top 10 prospects - Carlos Correa, Lance McCullers, Rio 
Ruiz and Nolan Fontana. 

During Jeff’s first year, the club’s minor league system experienced a dramatic turnaround, evidenced by 
the records of the seven domestic affiliates who managed the highest winning percentages among all 30 MLB 
organizations. Three of the Astros’ minor league teams reached the postseason, two reached the championship 
series and one emerged as champion - the Lancaster Jethawks of the California League. In 2010-11, the Astros 
minor league clubs had the worst combined winning pct. in baseball. 

Prior to joining the Astros, Jeff spent eight years with the St. Louis Cardinals as vice president of baseball 
development (2003-2005), vice president of player procurement (2005), and vice president of scouting and player 
development (2006-2011). During much of his time with the Cardinals, he oversaw the scouting, international, 
and player development functions of the club that brought in many players that were instrumental to the 2011 
World Series victory and the 2012 NLCS team. 

Prior to joining the Cardinals, Jeff founded Archetype Solutions, where he served as president and COO. His 
background also includes stints as general manager and vice president of marketing at Petstore.com, and five 
years with the global management consulting firm of McKinsey and Company. 

Jeff is a graduate of the University of Pennsylvania with dual Bachelor of Science degrees in economics and 
engineering. He also earned his MBA from Kellogg Graduate School of Management at Northwestern University. 
Jeff is a U.S. citizen, but was born and spent more than 15 years in Mexico City, Mexico, and is fluent in Spanish. 

He and his wife, Gina, reside in Houston. Jeff has two children, Elizabeth and Jeffrey.

CRAIG BIGGIO 


SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO THE G.M. 


Longtime Astros icon Craig Biggio is in his sixth season as a special assistant to the general manager. 

In his current role, Craig works in several areas, including with the baseball operations staff in its Major 
and minor league player development programs with special emphasis on instruction, the amateur draft and 
scouting, and Major and minor league talent evaluation. Craig was involved in the selection of new Astros 
Manager Bo Porter in 2012. 

Additionally, Craig participates in the club’s community development program. 

The franchise career leader in hits, games played, runs scored, and at-bats, Craig retired at the end of the 
2007 season following a stellar, 20-year career, all with the Astros. His No. 7 was retired by the ballclub on August 
17, 2008. In 2013, he was the top vote-getter on the Baseball Hall of Fame ballot, receiving 68.2 percent of the 
vote (need 75 percent for induction). 

He finished his career with 3,060 hits, 668 doubles, 291 home runs, 1,175 runs batted in, and a .281 career 
average in 2,850 games played. He remains the franchise leader in several categories, including hits, doubles, 
games played and runs scored (1844). 

A first-round selection by Houston in the June 1987 draft, Craig became the first Astro to reach the 3,000-hit 
plateau with a seventh-inning single against Colorado’s Aaron Cook on June 28, 2007 at Minute Maid Park. His 
3,060 hits rank 20th all-time, and his 668 career doubles are the most of any right-handed hitter in Major League 
history and rank fifth all-time. 

Craig’s 20 seasons with Houston are a franchise record, and he also made a club-best 19 consecutive Opening 
Day starts. He is also the only player in Major League history to reach all of the following milestones: 600 doubles 
(668), 250 home runs (291), 2,700 hits (3,060), and 400 stolen bases (414). Craig and Cal Ripken Jr. are the only 
middle infielders (only 13 players all-time) to collect 3,000 hits and 1,000 extra-base hits. 

Craig was named to a franchise-record seven National League All-Star teams, received five Silver Slugger 
Awards, four Rawlings Gold Glove Awards and was a member of six Astros playoff teams. Craig holds National 
League records for leadoff home runs with 53 (ranks second all-time) and for hits in interleague play with 201. He 
also led all players during the 2005 postseason with 18 hits. 

Additionally, Craig was the 2007 recipient of the Roberto Clemente Award, a prestigious honor bestowed 
upon one Major League player each season by Major League Baseball and the Clemente family recognizing 
community service. Craig has been actively involved with the Sunshine Kids throughout his career, a support 
organization for children with cancer and their families. 

Craig and wife Patty reside in Houston and have two sons, Conor and Cavan, and one daughter, Quinn. In 2010, 
Craig coached his son’s St. Thomas High School baseball team to the Texas Class 5A state championship. Conor currently 
is an outfielder for Notre Dame University and Cavan, a top prospect, is committed to Notre Dame for the Fall of 2013. 
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SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO THE G.M. 


Enos Cabell is in his ninth season as a special assistant to the general manager after being named to the 
post on November 17, 2004. He had been serving as a consultant since joining the Astros front office on July 29, 
2004. Enos assists General Manager Jeff Luhnow and the Astros scouting department in evaluating the Astros 
Major and minor league players, along with other projects and assignments within the scouting area. 

During his 15-year Major League playing career, Enos played for the Astros from 1975-80 and 1984-85 and 
is in the top 10 in franchise history in several categories. In 1978, he was named the team’s MVP after setting 
club records in at-bats (660) and games (162) and tallying a then-record 195 hits, which ranked third in the 
National League. He currently ranks tied for eighth on the club’s all-time list in stolen bases (191) and tied for 
sixth in career batting average (.281). 

Enos stole more than 30 bases for four straight seasons (1976-1979) while with Houston. In 1,688 career 
big league games from 1972-86, he hit .277 (1647x5952) with 60 home runs and 596 RBI. He started 149 games 
at third base for the 1980 National League West Champion Astros and played on two other division-winning 
clubs, the 1974 Baltimore Orioles and the 1985 Los Angeles Dodgers. 

From 1991-94, Enos provided analysis on Home Sports Entertainment telecasts of Astros home games 
and from 1991-96, he hosted the weekly call-in show, Astros Report, on KCOH Radio. He was a member of the 
Texas Southern University’s Board of Regents from 1995-2001 and served as interim athletic director for the 
school in 2000. 

Enos is a graduate of L.A. Harbor Junior College in San Pedro, CA., where he was an all-conference selection 
in baseball. He is a cousin of former Major Leaguers Dick Davis and Ken Landreaux. He and his wife, Ruby, make 
their home in Missouri City, TX. Enos has three sons, Marcus, Stephen and Cordell. 


ROGER CLEMENS 


SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO THE G.M. 


The 2013 season is Roger Clemens’ first as special assistant to the general manager for the Astros. In his 
current role, Roger will work with Astros pitchers on both the Major League and minor league levels, providing 
instruction and player evaluation. He will spend time in uniform during Spring Training in the Astros Major 
League and minor league camps. The Astros will also utilize Clemens to scout professional and amateur 
pitchers throughout the season. 

The Rocket was one of the best pitchers in Major League history during an outstanding 24-year career, 
which included a record seven Cy Young Awards, two World Series Championships, 11 All-Star nods, and two 
pitching triple crowns. His 354 career wins rank ninth all-time while is 4,672 strikeouts are third all-time. He also 
hurled 46 shutouts and 118 complete games while posting a 3.12 ERA. 

Roger came out of retirement to play for Houston, his adopted hometown, from 2004-2006. During his 
two and a half seasons with the Astros, he collected his seventh Cy Young Award, won the 2005 NL ERA title, 
and helped take the Astros to their first-ever World Series. In 2004, at the age of 42, Roger became the oldest 
pitcher in MLB history to win the Cy Young Award, the seventh of his career, after posting an 18-4 record with 
a2.98 ERA. 

His 2005 season was one of the best of his 24-season career; he posted a 1.87 ERA, the lowest in the Major 
Leagues that year as well as of his entire career, and was named to the 2005 NL All-Star team. On October 9 
of that year, Roger made his first relief appearance since 1984, entering as a pinch-hitter in the 15th inning of 
Game 4 of the NLDS versus the Atlanta Braves. That final game of the series was the longest postseason game 
in MLB history, going 18 innings, and Roger closed it out with three scoreless innings to help move the Astros 
to the NL Championship Series. 

Clemens’ career spanned four teams in four cities, including AL rivals the New York Yankees and the 
Boston Red Sox. In his third season with the Red Sox (1986), The Rocket was named AL MVP and All-Star MVP, 
and earned his first Cy Young Award with a 24-4 record while leading the Red Sox to the AL Pennant. In the 
two years he spent with the Toronto Blue Jays (1996-97), he won two pitching triple crowns (most wins, lowest 
ERA, and most strikeouts) as well as two more Cy Young Awards. Roger spent the following four years with the 
Yankees, and in 1999 and 2000, helped them to two World Series Championships. In 2003, Roger clinched his 
300th win and his 4,000th strikeout in the same game vs. the St. Louis Cardinals. In 1999, he was named to the 
Major League Baseball All-Century team after collecting over 600,000 of the fan votes, and was one of only four 
players active at the time. 

Roger and his wife, Debra, live in Houston with their four sons: Koby, Kory, Kacy, and Kody. 
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JULIO LINARES 


ADVISOR, LATIN AMERICAN 
DEVELOPMENT 


A member of the Astros organization since 1973, Julio Linares is in his first season serving as the Astros 
advisor, Latin American development, after spending his previous nine seasons as special assistant to the 
general manager for Dominican scouting and development. He previously spent six seasons as director of 
Dominican Republic operations. 

Julio served as manager of the Gulf Coast Astros from 1997-98. Overall, he managed Houston’s Rookie 
League club for 16 years (Sarasota 1977-80, 1984-87; Gulf Coast 1988-93, 97-98) and also spent three years at 
the Major League level as the Astros bench coach from 1994-96. 

Julio played 15 seasons in the minor leagues as an infielder and outfielder and finished ninth in the Pacific 
Coast League with a .308 average in 1969. He retired after the 1972 season and began his coaching career with 
the Astros in 1973 at Covington in the Appalachian League. 

Julio and his wife, Damaris, reside in San Pedro de Macoris in the Dominican Republic. He has five sons, 
Amaury, Rodney, Erick, Brian, and Michael. His son Rodney currently is manager of Houston’s Class A Lancaster 
club. 


ALLEN ROWIN

On October 19, 2012, Allen Rowin was promoted to assistant director of player development. His 
responsibilities include day-to-day roster management of the minor leagues, overseeing Dominican complex 
operations, supporting the Latin American scouting staff, supporting the domestic player development staff 
and players and handling all immigration for the Astros. 

Allen also assigns players to various levels of the minor leagues when they are promoted or on injury 
rehabilitation assignments and assists individual players with contracts, insurance, housing and healthcare.

The 2013 season is Jose Cruz’ 30th with the Houston Astros, having spent the past four years as a special 
assistant to the general manager and the previous 13 seasons (1997-2009) as a coach for the Major League club. 
As acommunity outreach executive, part of his role is making public appearances on behalf of the team. 

As an outfielder, the two-time All-Star, had an 18-year Major League career, playing for the Cardinals (1970- 
74), Astros (1975-87) and Yankees (1988). Nicknamed “Cheo”, Jose is an Astros icon, and held franchise records in 
games, at-bats, hits, total bases and triples at the time of his retirement after the 1988 season. His 80 career triples 
remain the franchise record. 

Jose holds the distinction of being involved with all nine of the Astros postseason appearances, three as a 
player (1980, ‘81 and ‘86) and six as a coach (1997-99, ‘01, ‘04-05). He was the Astro Team MVP four times and hit 
-300 six times in his career while stealing 317 bases. 

Jose’s uniform No. 25 was retired by the Astros on Oct. 3, 1992, along with former teammate Mike Scott's No. 
33. They were the third and fourth numbers retired by the team. In 1999, Jose was selected by a panel of experts 
as one of the three outfielders on the franchise's All-Astrodome team. In 2003, he was inducted into the Texas 
Baseball hall of Fame. 

Jose and his wife, Zoraida, make their home in Houston and have four children: Jose Javier, Jose Cheito, 
Shakira and Jose Enrique. His son, Jose Jr., was the first-round selection (third player overall) of the Seattle 
Mariners in the 1995 June free agent draft. Jose Jr. graduated from Bellaire (TX) High School and attended Rice 
University. He led Bellaire to the number one national ranking by USA Today and was a finalist for the Golden 
Spikes Award while at Rice. 
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LARRY DIERKER 


COMMUNITY OUTREACH EXECUTIVE 


On May 19, 2002, the Astros retired the No. 49 of franchise icon Larry Dierker. During more than 40 years 
of service to the organization, Larry has been an outstanding pitcher, front office member, broadcaster and 
successful on-field manager. In his current role, his duties include spearheading Astros Alumni efforts and 
representing the club at various functions and events throughout the region. 

In 13 seasons on the mound with Houston from 1964-77, Larry won 137 games, which is third in team 
history. He owns the franchise records for innings pitched, starts, complete games and shutouts. A two-time All- 
Star, Larry pitched the fifth no-hitter in franchise history on July 9, 1976. 

After one season in the front office and 18 as a broadcaster, Larry became only the sixth manager in Major 
League history to win a division crown in his first season. In five seasons as the club's skipper from 1997-2001, he won 
four division titles (‘97, 98, ’99, ’01). His 1998 team won a franchise-record 102 games, earning Larry NL Manager of 
the Year honors. His .553 (448-362) career winning percentage as a manager is tops in franchise history. 

Larry and his wife Judy reside in Houston. 


COMMUNITY OUTREACH EXECUTIVE

Jimmy Wynn spent the first 11 seasons of his 15-year Major League career with the Houston franchise from 
1963-73, the first two as a member of the Colt .45’s. In his current role, Jimmy is an active member of the Houston 
community, working closely with the Astros Community Relations Department and Astros In Action Foundation. 

On June 24, 2011, the Astros and Minute Maid officially dedicated the Jimmy Wynn Training Center, a new, state- 
of-the art baseball facility located at the Astros Urban Youth Academy in North Houston. The $500,000 indoor facility 
measures 4,431 square feet and includes batting cages, pitching mounds, locker rooms and showers. The facility, which 
was funded by Minute Maid’s Grand Slam For Youth Baseball program and the Astros In Action Foundation, is available 
for youngsters of all ages at no cost to their families. 

As a player, despite his small frame (5’9”), Jimmy boasted enormous power and a strong throwing arm, 
earning him the nickname “The Toy Cannon.” He ranks among the top 10 in almost every significant Astros career 
hitting category and led the franchise in hits (1,291), home runs (223), and RBI (719) when he left the club after 
the 1973 season. 

In 1967, the slugging center fielder finished second in the National League in home runs (37) while posting 
107 RBI. He also became the first Astro to hit three home runs in a game. As a member of the 1974 Dodgers, Jimmy 
smashed 32 home runs with 108 RBI, finishing in fifth place for the National League Most Valuable Player Award. He 
also homered for LA in the 1974 World Series vs. Oakland. Jimmy was a two-time All-Star, making the NL squad in both 
1967 and 1974. 

Jimmy's No. 24 was officially retired by the Astros on June 25, 2005. He and his wife, Marie, reside in Rosharon, TX. 
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MANAGER 


At 40 years of age, new Astros manager 
Bo Porter will begin the 2013 season as the 
youngest skipper in the Major Leagues. Porter 
was named the 17th manager in franchise 
history on September 27, 2012. 

Porter, a Houston resident, has 18 years 
of combined experience as a player, coach 
and manager in the minor leagues and Major 
Leagues. Most recently, he spent the last two 
seasons as third base coach for the Washington 
Nationals, who were NL East Champions in 2012 
after posting the best record in the Majors (98- 
64). 

Prior to his stint with the Nationals, Porter 
began the 2010 season as third base coach 
for the Arizona Diamondbacks before being Pm 
promoted to bench coach on July 1 of that season when Kirk Gibson was named manager. 

Before joining the D-backs, Porter served as the Marlins third base coach and outfield/baserunning 
instructor for three seasons from 2007-09. 

Porter’s first stint as a manager was in 2006 when he skippered the Marlins’ Jamestown club of the New- 
York Penn League to a 33-39 record. His coaching debut came in 2005 when he served as hitting coach for

During his professional playing 
career, Porter played in parts of three 
seasons in the Major Leagues as an 
outfielder for the Cubs (1999), A’s (2000) 
and Rangers (2001), appearing in a total 
of 89 games. He appeared in two playoff 
games for Oakland during the 2000 
season, during which he recorded a hit 
off the Yankees Dwight Gooden. 

Porter collected his first ML hit on 
Sept. 7, 1999 (single), vs. the Reds at 
Wrigley Field and hit his first ML home 
run on Sept. 15, 2000, at TB off RHP Tony 
Fiore. 

Porter was originally selected by 
the Cubs in the 1993 June Draft and would go on to hit 113 home runs with 503 RBI and 236 stolen bases in 10 
minor league seasons. 

Porter was an outstanding athlete while at Weequahic High School in New Jersey, reaching All-State status 
in baseball, football and basketball. 

He attended the University of lowa, where he starred in baseball and football under legendary coach 
Hayden Fry, earning All-Big 10 honors in both sports and MVP honors on the football team his senior year in 
1994. Porter earned his bachelor’s degree in communications studies. 

The Newark, NJ, native was honored on Dec. 13, 2012, which was proclaimed “Essex County Bo Porter Day,” 
during which he was presented with the Key to Essex County, the County's highest honor. 

In July of 2012, Porter established the Bo Porter SELF Foundation (Sports, Education, Life Skills, Faith) in 
Houston, which will provide and support programs dedicated to improving and impacting the lives of others, 
with an emphasis on youth. 

Bo and his wife, Stacey, reside in Houston with their son, Bryce.

DOUG BROCAIL 26 


PITCHING 
COACH 


The 2013 season will be Doug Brocail’s second full season as Astros pitching coach, a position he was first 
named to on an interim basis on June 14, 2011. 

Following the 2011 season, Brocail was given the permanent pitching coach position on October 11. 

In 2013, Brocail will once again have one of the youngest pitching staffs in the Major Leagues as the Astros 
continue to rebuild with young talent. 

In 2012, he oversaw the development of Lucas Harrell, who was one of the top rookie starters in the Majors. 
Several other young hurlers showed promise, including Jordan Lyles, who will be just 22 years old entering 
this season. 

Brocail had early success as Astros pitching coach after taking over in June of 2011. Astros hurlers posted a 
combined 4.39 ERA in 95 games under Brocail, compared to a 4.69 ERA prior to his arrival that season. 

Prior to serving as pitching coach, Brocail had been a special assistant to the general manager for the Astros, 
beginning in 2010. In that role, he assisted with the evaluation of Major League and minor league players in the 
Astros system and handled some Major League scouting assignments. 

As a right-handed pitcher, Brocail 
compiled a 52-48 record with a 4.00 
ERA in 626 appearances (42 starts) 
with nine saves in parts of 16 Major 
League seasons from 1992-2009, 
pitching for the Padres, Astros, Tigers 
and Rangers in that span. His .633 (38- 
22) winning percentage in his final 12 
seasons (1998-2009) was the second- 
highest among Major League relievers 
in that span (min. five decisions). 

Brocail had three stints with 
the Astros, posting a 15-14 record 
in 151 games (11 starts) with a 4.24 
ERA and three saves. In 2008, his 47 
appearances in the first half were the 
most in club history by a right-hander. 
He finished that season at 7-5 in 72 
appearances, reaching career bests in 
games and wins at the age of 42. 

While with the Tigers, Brocail 
registered a 2.83 ERA in 191 games 
over a three-year span (1997-99) while 
posting a .225 opponents batting 
average, allowing just 181 hits in 222.2 
innings. 

A serious elbow injury prevented 
Brocail from pitching in the Major 
Leagues from 2001-03, missing the 
entire 2002 and 2003 seasons. He 
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returned to the Major Leagues in 
2004 with the Rangers, making 
43 relief appearances that 
season. 
On March 11, 2006, Brocail 
underwent an angioplasty after 
doctors discovered blockage 
of his left anterior descending 
coronary artery during an 
angiogram in Spring Training. 
He underwent a_ second 
angioplasty on April 10, but 
recovered in time to return in 
July to post a 2-2 record with 
a 4.76 ERA (15ER/28.1IP) in 25 
games out of the bullpen. ha 
Brocail was All-State g — 
in football, basketball and ~~ SLO 
baseball at Lamar High School in , —- ta ~ 
Colorado, where he tossed three no-hitters and fanned 156 batters in 76 innings to win Colorado Pitcher of the 
Year honors in 1985. 
He and his wife, Lisa, reside in Missouri City, TX, and have five daughters: Taylor, McKinzie, Madisyne, 
Camdyn and Parker Elisabeth.

2013 is Dave Clark’s fifth season as 
a member of the Astros coaching staff. 
Clark will coach first base this season after 
spending the last four seasons as third base 
coach (2009-12). 

Clark also had a brief stint as Astros 
manager in 2009 after being named on an 
interim basis on Sept. 21, replacing Cecil 
Cooper. Clark managed the club’s final 13 
games. 

In addition to his Major League duty, 
Clark spent the 2010-11 offseason managing 
the Licey Tigers in the Dominican Winter 
League. 

Prior to joining the Astros Major League 
coaching staff, Clark spent six seasons as a 
minor league manager (2003-08), winning two league titles in that span while twice being named Manager of 
the Year in his respective league. 

Clark enjoyed success in his very first season managing in 2003, guiding Class A Lynchburg to the Carolina 
League finals. He was recognized as the Carolina League Manager of the Year for his efforts. In 2004, he 
managed Pittsburgh’s Class A Hickory club, guiding the Crawdads to an 85-55 record and the South Atlantic 
League title. 

In 2005, Clark joined the Astros organization, taking over as manager of the Double A Corpus Christi 
Hooks, where he would remain for three seasons (2005-07). In 2006, he led the Hooks to the Texas League 
championship, earning that league’s Manager of the Year honors and also served as a coach in the MLB All-Star 
Futures Game in Pittsburgh. Clark advanced to Triple A Round Rock in 2008, managing the Express to a 64-79 
record and a fourth-place finish in their division. 

Clark spent the 2000 season as the Triple A Nashville Sounds hitting coach, which was his first professional 
coaching assignment. After just one season as a minor league coach, Clark was hired as the Pirates Major 
League hitting coach, a post he would hold for the next two seasons (2001-02). Clark’s next Major League 
coaching position was in 2009 with the Astros. 

Clark played for the Indians (1986-89), Cubs (1990, 97), Royals (1991), Pirates (1992-96), Dodgers (1996) and 
Astros (1998) during his 13-year Major League playing career, compiling a .264 average with 62 home runs and 
284 RBI in 905 career games. He made two postseason appearances, one of which was in the 1998 National 
League Division Series while with the Astros where he appeared in two games as a pinch-hitter (walked both 
times). Clark also appeared in two games for the Dodgers in the 1996 NLDS. 

Clark was originally selected by Cleveland in the first round (11th overall pick) of the 1983 June Draft and 
made his Major League debut with the Indians in 1986. He posted a .302 average in 808 career minor league 
games, including a .340 clip with 30 HR in just 108 games in 1987 at Buffalo (AA). 

He attended Jackson (MS) State University where he was the team’s MVP and top hitter in both 1982 and 
1983. He was inducted into the Jackson State Sports Hall of Fame in November 2000, joining the likes of Walter 
Payton, Jackie Slater and Dennis “Oil Can” Boyd. His brother, Louis, played seven years in the NFL with Seattle 
(1987-93) and Green Bay (1994) and currently serves as director of pro personnel for the Jacksonville Jaguars. 
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Clark and his wife, Vivian, make their home in Collierville, TN, and have two daughters: Meki (27) and Kiki 
(25). He is a 1980 graduate of Shannon (MS) High School, and was 26-0 as a Golden Gloves boxer while in high 
school.

The 2013 season will be John Mallee’s first as Astros hitting coach after being named to the position on 
October 19, 2012. 

Mallee, 43, has 17 seasons of experience in professional baseball, primarily as a hitting coach in both the 
Major Leagues and minor leagues. Most recently, he had a stint as the Major League hitting coach for the Flor- 
ida Marlins between 2010-11. Prior to being named the Marlins big league hitting coach, Mallee spent eight- 
plus seasons as the organization’s minor league hitting coordinator. While at that position, Mallee worked with 
Astros manager Bo Porter, who was also a coach and manager in the Marlins farm system at the time (2005-06). 

Before joining the Marlins, Mallee served as the hitting coach in 2001 with Ottawa (AAA) in the Montreal 
organization. Prior to that, Mallee served for five seasons as a hitting coach in the Milwaukee Brewers organiza- 
tion (1996-2000). He coached with Beloit (A) from 1996-1997 and with Stockton (A) in 1998 before returning to 
Beloit in 1999. He was promoted to Huntsville (AA) in 2000. 

Mallee spent two seasons in the Philadelphia Phillies farm system as a player after being selected as a 
shortstop in the 12th round of the 1991 June Draft, playing at Martinsville (R) in 1991 and Spartanburg (A) in 
1992. 

Mallee attended Chicago State University and the University of Illinois, majoring in Kinesiology. Mallee 
and his wife, Candy, have two sons, J.D. (14) and Austin (8).

COACH 


Dennis Martinez is in his first season with the Astros after being named bullpen coach in October of 2012. 

Prior to joining the Astros, Martinez had spent the last six seasons (2007-12) as a coach in the St. Louis 
Cardinals organization, most recently serving as pitching coach for Class A Springfield. Martinez, 58, also 
served as a special assistant and a Spring Training instructor in the Baltimore Orioles organization before his 
stint with the Cardinals. 

Martinez enjoyed an outstanding, 23-year career (1976-98) as a Major League pitcher, compiling a 245-193 
career record in 692 games (562 starts) with a 3.70 ERA. His 245 wins rank first all-time in Major League history 
among Latin American-born pitchers. He was also the first Nicaraguan-born player in Major League history. 

Nicknamed “El Presidente” by former Orioles teammate Ken Singleton, Martinez had several highlights in 
his career, including pitching the 13th perfect game in Major League history, a 2-0 win at Dodger Stadium on 
July 28, 1991, while with the Montreal Expos. Martinez appeared in four All-Star Games (1990-92, 1995), led the 
ALin wins in 1981 and led the NL in both ERA (2.39) and shutouts (5) in 1991. Martinez reached 220-plus innings 
nine times in his career, including a career-high and AL-best 292.1 innings for the AL Champion Orioles in 1979. 

From 1988-93 while with Montreal, Martinez posted an 86-62 mark in 198 games with a 2.92 ERA, ranking 
fourth in the NL in wins and third in ERA, complete games (38) and innings pitched (1,366.1) over that span. He 
also reached 220-plus innings in those six consecutive seasons. 

Martinez pitched in two World Series, in 1979 for Baltimore and in 1995 for Cleveland, and was 2-2 in 12 
postseason appearances overall (six starts) with a 3.32 ERA 

On September 28, 1993, Martinez won his 100th game for the Expos, becoming one of just nine Major 
League pitchers ever with at least 100 wins in both leagues. Others to do that are Jim Bunning, Ferguson 
Jenkins, Al Orth, Gaylord Perry, Kevin Brown, Randy Johnson, Nolan Ryan and Cy Young. 

An icon in his native country of Nicaragua, Martinez has met with President Daniel Ortega and is involved 
with developing baseball in the Latin American country. In 1998, Nicaragua renamed a 30,100 seat baseball 
stadium in the nation’s capital Managua in his honor (Dennis Martinez National Stadium). 

He has a son, Ricky, who is currently a right-handed pitcher in the Astros minor league system (originally 
signed by the Cardinals as a non-drafted free agent out of Nova Southeastern University in 2010). 

Martinez currently resides in Miami.

BENCH 
COACH 


Eduardo Perez will serve as Bo ry “ 


Porter’s bench coach in 2013, which 
will be his first season with the 
Astros. Prior to this year, Perez had 


been the Marlins hitting coach since . 
June 8, 2011. 

During the offseason, Perez, 43, 
served as manager of the Columbian 
national team as they played in 
a qualifying tournament for the 
World Baseball Classic in November 
(finished at 1-2). 

Prior to his stint as Marlins 
hitting coach, Perez was a special 
assistant to the baseball operations 
department for the Cleveland 
Indians, during which he spent time 
in uniform during Spring Training 
providing instruction at the Major League and minor league levels. 

Perez had success in his two seasons as manager of the Ponce Lions in the Puerto Rican Winter League 
(2008-09), earning Manager of the Year honors in 2008 after leading his club to the league title. Following the 
season, he took the Lions to the 2009 Caribbean Series, where they finished with a 2-4 record. Perez had also 
previously served as the manager and general manager of the Puerto Rico National Team and, in 2009, was 
their hitting coach in the World Baseball Classic. The Club finished second in on-base percentage (.409) and 
seventh in batting average (.286) among the 16 teams in the WBC tournament. 

Perez played parts of 13 seasons (1993-2006) in the Major Leagues, primarily as a first baseman, for the 
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Angels, Cardinals, Reds, Devil Rays, Indians and Mariners. In 754 career games, he posted a .247 average 
(445x1800) with 79 home runs and 294 RBI. 

Perez had his best season in 1997 while with Cincinnati, reaching career highs in home runs (18), RBI (52) 
and games (106). He collected his first ML hit and HR in his first ML game, going 2x4 with three RBI in a 15-8 win 
July 27, 1993, vs. Oakland while with the Angels. Perez hit two home runs in a game five times in his career and 
tallied a career high four hits on June 24, 1997, at Montreal. Perez was the Angels first-round draft pick (17th 
overall) in 1991 after starring at Florida St. University, helping to lead the Seminoles to the College World Series 
that season. 

Following his playing career, Perez joined ESPN as a baseball analyst for the 2006 postseason and worked 
full-time for the network for the next four seasons. 

Eduardo is the youngest of two sons of Hall of Famer Tony Perez. He and his wife, Mirba, reside in San Juan, 
PR, along with their two daughters, Andreanna (10) and Juliana (7).

THIRD BASE

The 2013 season will be Dave Trembley’s first with the Astros after being named third base coach on 
October 19, 2012. 

Trembley, 61, has spent the last 28 years in professional baseball, which includes 20 combined seasons as 
a Major League and minor league manager. He has also served as a coach, coordinator and scout in his career. 

Most recently, Trembley served as minor league field coordinator for the Atlanta Braves over the last two 
seasons (2011-12). 

Prior to that, he served as manager of the Baltimore Orioles from June 18, 2007, until June 4, 2010. 

During his career as a minor league manager, Trembley won two league titles and earned his respective 
league’s Manager of the Year honors three times (1987, 1995, 1999). In December 2001, Baseball America selected 
him as one of minor league baseball’s top five managers of the previous 20 years. Trembley also served as a 
coach in the inaugural Futures Game in 1999. 

His illustrious career as a minor league manager has included stints in the Pirates (1987-89), Padres (1991- 
93), Cubs (1994-2002) and Orioles (2003-06) organizations. In 2000, Trembley managed current Astros skipper 
Bo Porter while at the Cubs Triple A lowa club. Trembley’s one season in a front office role came in 1990 when 
he served as director of day-to-day operations for the Pirates minor league complex and spring training facility 
in Bradenton, FL. 

Prior to his professional baseball coaching career, Trembley spent three seasons (1977-79) as a teacher and 
baseball coach at Daniel Murphy High School in Los Angeles and then five seasons (1980-84) as head coach at 
Antelope Valley Junior College, where he earned his bachelor’s degree in physical education. In 2009, he was 
inducted into the Antelope Valley Hall of Fame. Trembley later earned his master’s degree in education from 
the State University of New York-Brockport.

Prior to that, he spent three seasons as the St. Louis Cardinals minor league hitting coordinator (2007-09). 
Radison also managed 12 seasons in the minor leagues between 1984 and 2006, compiling a 622-552 (.530) 
overall record with three division titles and one league championship. 

Radison was drafted as a catcher by the Cardinals out of Southern Illinois University in the 10th round of 
the 1972 June Draft. He went on to play 200 games in three seasons in the Cardinals farm system, reaching 
Triple A Tulsa in 1974. 

He began his baseball coaching career in 1977 as associate head coach at Broward (FL) Community College, 
where he spent three seasons (1977-79).

201 1 = Led the Cubs with 28 home runs and 101 walks while setting career highs in games played (153) and 
starts (142, all at 1B)...his 101 walks were two shy of his career high, third in the NL and the most by a Cub 
since Sammy Sosa drew 103 in 2002...became just the 10th Cubs player to reach the 100-walk mark in the 
franchise’s 136-season history and one of only four to do so in the last 80 years: Richie Ashburn in 1960 (116 
walks), Gary Matthews in 1984 (103), Sosa and Pefia...also set a modern day (since 1900) walks record fora 
Cubs first baseman...Mark Grace previously had the mark with 95 BB in 2000...his .357 OBP was 132 points 
higher than his .225 avg., the second-largest difference among big leaguers with at least 500 PA...drew 
one walk every 6.0 PA, tops in the NL and second in the majors behind TOR Jose Bautista (4.96)...did not 
hit his first home run until his 73rd at-bat...hit 17 in his next 50 games—the first Cub ever to go homerless 
in April but record 17 HR before July...went 44 straight games without an error, May 18-July 3 (374 total 
chances)...committed only one error in his final 52 games (405 total chances). 


201 O: In 2010 led the Rays with 28 home runs (tied for 10th in the AL) and took over the all-time club 
record...his 28 HR remain the second most all-time among players who hit under .200 in a season...STL 
Mark McGwire hit .187 with 29 HR in 2001, his final major league season...homered in six consecutive 
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games from June 6-12 (seven HR total), which ties as the longest streak in the Majors since 2006...broke 
Jose Canseco’s club record of five straight games (May 16-21, 1999)...was placed on the DL on Aug 6 
(retroactive to Aug 1) with a right plantar fascia sprain and missed 14 games...was reinstated on Aug 16...

1920) to lead his league in home runs despite missing at least 25 games to end the season...underwent 
successful surgery in St.Petersburg on Sept. 10 to repair the broken fingers...during the two-hour surgery, 
Dr. Doug Carlan inserted pins into his left index and middle fingers...his .227 avg. was the second lowest 
ever by a league home run champion ahead of only NYM Dave Kingman in 1982 (.204, 37-HR)...his .227 
avg. was also the lowest in modern Major League history for a player with a .500 SLG or better...had the 
fewest hits ever (107) for a player with at least 100 RBI...previous low was 111 by SD Phil Plantier in 1993... 
led Major League first basemen with four bunt singles, all coming against the defensive shift employed by 
most teams...since 1974 only two league home run champions have had four or more bunt singles: COL 
Dante Bichette (40-HR, six bunt singles in 1995) and PHI Mike Schmidt (38-HR, five bunt singles in 1975)... 
was selected for the Paul C. Smith Champion Award by the Tampa Bay Chapter of the BBWAA, given to the 
player who best exemplifies the spirit of true professionalism on and off the field...made his first All-Star

led all AL first basemen and AL infielders with a .998 fielding pct...finished 10th in AL MVP voting with 44 
points...drew nine bases-loaded walks, setting a Major League record...had a string of eight consecutive 
games with at least one RBI and one walk from Sep 16-23...marked the longest such streak in 58 years, 
since BOS Ted Williams posted a nine-game dual RBI/BB streak in 1950...missed 20 games (June 4-26) after 
being hit by a pitch from Justin Masterson on June 3 at BOS, breaking his left index finger...hit his 31st 
homer of the year on Sept. 19 vs. MIN off Boof Bonser, a three-run shot to right-center...originally ruled a 
double with fan interference, but was overturned after the umpires used instant replay...marked the first 
time in Major League history that instant replay resulted in a call being overturned...started at first base 
in 15 of 16 postseason games for the Rays, his first career postseason action, and batted third until Game 
5 of the World Series (cleanup)...overall, hit .264 (14x53) with three HR, 10 RBI, three SB, .472 SLG and a 
team-high 10 BB...homered in all three ALCS games at Fenway Park, Games 3-5, accounting for three of 
Tampa Bay’s 10 homers there...went back-to-back with Evan Longoria in Games 4 and 5, marking the first 
time two players had ever gone back-to-back twice in one postseason series...hit .500 (5x10) in the ALDS. 


2007: Named AL Comeback Player of the Year in 2007 by Major League Baseball and Sporting News... 
set career highs and club records in several offensive categories, including HR (46), RBI (121), walks (103), 
OBP (.411) and SLG (.627)...led Rays with 99 runs scored and 307 total bases and was named team MVP by 
the Tampa Bay Chapter of the BBWAA...was also awarded the Paul C. Smith Champion Award...joined 
Carl Crawford (2006) as the only players to win both awards...became the Rays first-ever Silver Slugger 
Award winner (also his first)...ranked fourth in the Majors in homers behind NYY Alex Rodriguez (54), MIL

base following an injury to Akinori lwamura...started 132 of the final 145 games.

Columbus (Yankees), before requesting and receiving his release on Aug. 15...signed with Boston two days 
later reporting to Triple A Pawtucket where he hit safely in all 11 games (.459) and belted four homers...

Five Hall of Famers rank ahead of him on that list, including 
Ozzie Smith’s 4.7 mark set in 1989 and Brooks Robinson’s marks of 4.5 and 4.2, set in 1968 and 1967 respectively. 

Following his playing career, Everett joined the Cleveland front office in 2012 as a special assistant to baseball 
operations.

MANAGER, OKLAHOMA CITY 
Tony DeFrancesco enters his third season with the Astros organization as the manager of the Oklahoma City 


RedHawks. In 2012, the RedHawks posted a 78-65 record, narrowly missing the postseason by 1.5 games. 

On August 19, 2012, DeFrancesco was named the interim manager of the Astros Major League club. Over 
the final 41 games of the season, he steered the club to a 15-15 finish (beginning on Sept. 1) and a 16-25 overall 
record. The 2013 season will be DeFrancesco’s 18th as a minor league manager and his 27th season as a player, 
coach or manager in professional baseball. 

Prior to joining the Astros in 2011, DeFrancesco spent eight seasons in the Athletics organization serving 
as the manager for Triple A Sacramento (2003-07, 2009-10). In 2008, DeFrancesco served as the Athletics third 
base coach for the Major League club.

Prior to joining Sacramento in 2003, DeFrancesco managed nine seasons (1994-2002) at four 
different levels in Oakland’s minor league system. Overall, he owns a 1246-1093 (.533) record, including a 724-

DeFrancesco made his managerial debut in 1994 with the Arizona League Athletics and spent the next 
two seasons as the skipper of Class A Short Season Southern Oregon. He spent the 1997-98 seasons at Class 
A Advanced Visalia where he guided the Oaks to consecutive playoff appearances in the California League.

Steve Webber joins the Astros organization as the RedHawks pitching coach after spending the last nine 
seasons as a pitching coach in the San Diego Padres minor league system, including the last three at Triple A 
Tucson. Webber has spent the last 17 seasons working in professional baseball as either a coach, scout or minor 
league coordinator for the Padres and New York Yankees organizations. 

In 2008, Webber received the 2008 Jack Krol Award for contributions to Padres player development while 
with Double A San Antonio. That season, his pitching staff posted a Texas League-best 3.58 ERA, leading the 
league in strikeouts (1,152), shutouts (20) and fewest hits allowed (1,212).

Morgan Ensberg returns to the Astros to begin his professional coaching career as the club’s infield coach, 
anew position that was created during the 2012 offseason. Ensberg played eight seasons in the Majors, which 
included his first seven seasons with the Astros (2000, 2002-07) and stints with the Padres (2007) and Yankees 
(2008). 

Ensberg was a member of the 2005 Astros club that made it to the World Series, and the 2004 club that 
advanced to Game 7 of the National League Championship Series. His best season came in 2005, where he 
was an All-Star and Silver Slugger, and finished fourth in the National League MVP voting after hitting .283 
(149x526) with 30 doubles, 36 homers, 101 RBI and a .945 OPS (.388 OBP/.557 SLG). In 2004, Ensberg was given 
the Darryl Kile ‘Good Guy’ Award by the Houston Chapter of the Baseball Writers’ Association of America. 

In his current position, the former third baseman will concentrate on coaching the club’s infielders. 
According to Baseball Reference, Ensberg saved 31 runs above an average third baseman and posted 3.8 
defensive wins above replacement (14.2 total WAR) from 2003-06 while manning the hot corner for the Astros. 

Following his playing career, Ensberg returned to the University of Southern California in 2010 to finish 
his degree in finance while also serving as an undergraduate assistant coach for the school’s baseball team. He 
then moved on to be an assistant coach at the University of California, San Diego in 2012 while also working 
for Premier Energy Strategies.

Quad Cities PDC: At the end of the 2012 season, the Astros signed a new Player 
Development Contract with the Quad Cities River Bandits that will run through the 
2014 season. The new PDC marked the end of a 12-year affiliation between the Astros 
and Lexington Legends that ran from 2001-12. Quad Cities was the Class A affiliate 
for Houston from 1993-98, during which time the River Bandits had three first-place 
finishes in a four-year span (1995-98). 


2012 Season: The Legends finished their regular-season schedule with a 69-69 re- 
cord and a fourth place finish in the South Atlantic League Southern Division. 


Record Breaker: |F Delino DeShields led the South Atlantic League and set a Lex- 
ington club-record with 83 stolen bases. The Georgia native also set an Astros minor 
league record with his 101 combined steals between Lexington and Class A Advanced 
Lancaster. The 2010 first-round pick became the first minor leaguer in the modern era 
to hit 10-or-more homers and steal 100-or-more bases in one season. DeShields hit 
.298 (131x440) with 96 runs, 22 doubles, 5 triples, 10 homers, 52 RBI and a .401 on- 
base percentage with the Legends, earning the Astros Minor League Player of the Year 
award. He was also one of just eight players in all of the minor leagues to be named to 
Baseball America’s 2012 All-Star Team. 


RBI King: IF Zach Johnson led the SAL and set a new Lexington record with 108 RBI 
during the season. Johnson hit 15 homers and ranked tied for third in the league 
with 38 doubles. 


SAL's Top Hurler: RHP Mike Foltynewicz was named the South Atlantic League Most 
Outstanding Pitcher after going 14-4 with a 3.14 ERA (53ER/152.0IP). The 2010 first 
round draft pick (19th overall) received both mid-season and postseason All-Star hon- 
ors and was also named the Astros Minor League Pitcher of the Year. 


No-Hit Wonder: RHP Chris Devenski threw a 16-strikeout no-hitter on Sept. 1 in 
what was the first individual no-hitter in Lexington club history. The outstanding per- 
formance earned him SAL Player of the Week honors for the week of Aug. 27-Sept. 4 
and garnered Minor League Game of the Year honors (MiLBY Award). Devenski, who 
was acquired from the Chicago White Sox in the Brett Myers trade, went 2-2 with a 
3.07 ERA (10 ER/29.1IP) in 2012 for Lexington.

Omar Lopez begins his first season as manager of the Astros Class A affiliate after spending the last two sea- 
sons as the manager of Rookie Level Greeneville. He spent the 2009-10 seasons managing the GCL Astros, where 
he earned the organization's Player Development Man of the Year in 2010. Lopez was credited with guiding the 
organization's Spanish-speaking prospects through their first year of professional baseball in the United States. 

Lopez began his managerial career in 2008 with the Venezuelan Summer League Astros. Prior to that post, he

Prior to that, he spent five years (2006-10) as the hitting 
coach for the Tri-City ValleyCats. Before joining the Astros, Chimelis spent two years (2004-05) on the coaching 
staff of the Class A Savannah Sand Gnats in the Washington Nationals organization. 

A former infielder, Chimelis was selected by Oakland in the 11th round of the 1988 Major League draft. He 
was traded to the San Francisco Giants in 1991 and spent the 1996 season in the New York Mets organization.

Tri-City PDC: At the end of the 2012 season, the Astros announced that they had 
extended their Player Development Contract with Tri-City through the 2014 season. 


2012 Season: The Tri-City ValleyCats went 51-25 en route to finishing the year as the 
Stedler Division Regular Season Champions. The club advanced to the New York-Penn 
League Championship Series before falling to Hudson Valley in the deciding game of 
the series.

The 2013 season will be Ed Romero’s first as the manager of Tri-City after spending the last two seasons (2011- 
12) as the manager of the GCL Astros. He previously served as the manager for Rookie Level Greeneville in 2010, 
bench coach for the Astros Major League club in 2009, and as the Astros Major League third base coach during 
the 2008 season.

The complex consists of two-and-a-half baseball fields, six pitching mounds, batting cages and an observation tower, 
along with other amenities. A two-story building contains locker rooms, manager and coaches offices, administrative 
offices, a dining room, full-service industrial kitchen, weight room, player and staff living accomodations, and a player 
entertainment room. In addition to developing young players; baseball skills, the Astros new Latin American home also 
helps develop their educational skills and features a computer lab and classrooms. 

The complex is located a half-mile from the new Tampa Bay and Los Angeles Dodgers facilities and in the same general 
area as other Major League Dominican Academies. -

2012 SEASON IN REVIEW 


THE 2012 SEASON: The Astros finished in 6th 
place in the NL Central Division with a 55-107 
record...HOU was 35-46 at home and 20-61 on 
the road...2012 marked the 6th time in the last 
21 seasons that the Astros have finished with 
a record below .500. 


GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY: In 2012, the Astros cel- 
ebrated the 50th anniversary of the franchise, 
which began play in 1962...throughout the 
2012 season, the Astros recognized their 
Golden Anniversary in a variety of ways, in- 
cluding alumni first pitches, retro uniforms, 
the selection of an All-Time Astros 25-man 
Roster and a Legends Weekend in September 
which marked the return of dozens of former 
Astros and Colt .45s players. 


FAREWELL TO THE NL: 2012 marked the Astros 
final season as a NL team, as the club will 
make an historic move to the AL in 2013... 
in 51 seasons as a NL club, Houston posted 
a 3,999-4,134 (.492) record, which ranked 
eighth in NL in that span, while qualifying 
for the postseason nine times and winning 
the NL Pennant in 2005...CUBS CONNECTION: The 
Houston franchise began NL play in 1962 
with a 3-game sweep vs. the Cubs at Colt 
Stadium, April 10-12, 1962, and wrapped up 
play as an NL club by taking two of three from 
the Cubs at Wrigley Field, October 1-3, 2012. 


HISTORIC MOVE TO THE AL: In 2013, the Astros 
will become the first club in Major League 
history to move from the NL to the AL...the 
mandatory move was made by MLB to give 
each league the same number of teams (15)... 
the Astros will play in the AL Western Division 
with the Angels, A’s, Mariners and Rangers. 


UNDER NEW MANAGEMENT: On September 27, 
Bo Porter was named as the 17th manager 
in franchise history...Porter, who at 40 is cur- 
rently the youngest manager in the Majors, 
will officially manage his first game in 2013... 
on August 18, Brad Mills was relieved of his 
duties as manager and replaced by Triple A 
Oklahoma City manager Tony DeFrancesco, 
who managed the club for the remainder of 
the season on an interim basis. 


PLAYING THE SPOILER: In the final two weeks of 
the season, the Astros won series vs. three 
teams in playoff contention, taking three of 
four from PHI, and two of three from both 
PIT and MIL. 


FAREWELL TO THE CAPTAIN: On September 26, 
2012, vs. STL, Astros Hall of Fame radio broad- 
caster Milo Hamilton called his final game... 
the 2012 season marked Hamilton's 59th as 
a MLB broadcaster, which ranks second all- 
time to Vin Scully's 64 seasons...Hamilton, 
who spent the last 28 seasons with the Astros, 
also broadcast from the 59th ballpark of his 
career in 2012 when he called the action 
during the Astros visit to the Miami Marlins 
new ballpark, April 13-15. 


LAST IMPRESSIONS: The Astros finished the 
season on a high note, winning five of their 
last seven games and posting a 15-15 mark 
after 8/31. 


POWER SURGE: The Astros hit 14 HR on their final 
road trip (6g) of the season, including 11 in 
the three-game series at MIL on that trip...ac- 
cording to Elias, it was the 1st time the Astros 
had two 4-HR games in a single road series 
since 6/26-27/01 at Arizona...HOU’s 20 HR 
in 12 games after 9/20 were tops in the NL.

YOUNGBLOODS: For the majority of the 2012 
season, the Astros had the youngest roster 
in the NL...they had the youngest roster in 
the Majors overall for the final six weeks of 
the season. 


HEAD COUNT: The Astros used a club-record 50 
different players in 2012, including 25 pitch- 
ers...the franchise record had been 48 players, 
which happened twice (1965, 2010). 


YOUNG STAR: At 22 years old, Jose Altuve was 
the second-youngest member of the NL All- 
Star squad (Bryce Harper was the youngest)... 
Altuve is also the second-youngest All-Star in 
Astros history, behind Cesar Cedeno, who 
was 21 when named the NL's starting CF in 
1972...for the season, Altuve led all NL second 
basemen in SB (33), was second in hits (166) 
and third in batting avg. (.290)...min. 125g at 
second base.

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DOWN ON THE FARM 


DRAMATIC TURNAROUND: The Astros saw dra- 
matic improvement in the performance of 
their minor league clubs in 2012, posting 
the fourth-best combined record in baseball 
at 439-394 (.527)...domestically, the Astros 
417-347 (.546) record was tops in baseball... 
six of the Astros eight minor league clubs 
finished at .500 or above with three advanc- 
ing to postseason play...in 2011, the Astros 
minor league clubs ranked last (30th) with 
a 337-488 (.408) combined record with no 
clubs finishing at .500 or above...the improve- 
ment from 2011 to 2012 was one of the most 
dramatic of any organization in recent years... 
since taking control of the organization in 
November of 2011, Astros Owner and Chair- 
man Jim Crane has emphasized the impor- 
tance of building a strong farm system that 
will result in sustained success at the Major 
League level.

A Lancaster JetHawks captured their first 
California League championship in 2012, 
sweeping a five-game series vs. Modesto...

MINOR LEAGUE PLAYER OF THE YEAR: 2B Delino 
DeShields, 20, earned Astros Minor League 
Player of the Year honors after setting a club 
minor league record with 101 stolen bases in 
135 games between Class A Lexington and 
Class A Advanced Lancaster...DeShields also 
became the first player in the modern era to 
steal over 100 bases and hit over 10 hom- 
ers in one minor league season...the 2010 
first-round draft pick (8th overall) was one 
of just eight position players named to the 
Baseball America 2012 Minor League All-Star 
team...DeShields, who was tabbed in MLB.

32 ¢ JIM UMBRICHT 


BORN: 9/17/30 IN CHICAGO, IL 
Jim Umbricht broke into the professional ranks with the Milwaukee Brewers farm sys- 
tem in 1953 and was traded to Pittsburgh for outfielder Emil Ranko on April 6, 1959. He 
was purchased by the Houston Colt .45s in the 1961 National League player pool for 
$50,000 from Pittsburgh. Umbricht opened the season with the Colts and was one of 
the top relief pitchers in the National League. He posted a 4-0 record with a 2.01 ERA 
that year. He then made a remarkable comeback after a cancer operation in mid-March

of 1963 and was once again one of the league's leading relievers with a 4-3 record and 2.61 ERA. Umbricht died 
April 8, 1964 at the age of 33. His number, 32, was officially retired on April 12, 1965. 


40 - DON WILSON

BORN: 2/12/45 IN MONROE, LA 
Don Wilson is the only player to throw two no-hitters while wearing a Houston uniform. 
He pitched a no-hitter on June 18, 1967 vs. Atlanta (2-0) and May 1, 1969 at Cincin- 
nati (4-0). Wilson established the club record for single-game strikeouts (18) on July 14, 
1968 vs. Los Angeles. He compiled a 103-92 record in nine seasons with the Astros and 
won a career-high 16 games twice in 1969 (16-12), and 1971 (16-10). He was named to 
the 1971 All-Star team. Wilson died on January 5, 1975 and his number, 40, was officially

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25 * JOSE CRUZ 


1975-87 BORN: 8/8/47 IN ARROYO, PR BL TL 

Jose “Cheo” Cruz ranks =in the top 10 in every significant Astros career hitting category. 
He was the team’s most valuable player four times (1977, 1980, 1983, 1984) and named a 
National League All-Star twice (1980, 1985). He started his career in the St. Louis organi- 
zation but did not blossom until he was acquired by the Astros in 1975. Cruz made three 
trips into post-season play with the Astros, batting .400 in the 1980 NLCS against the 
Phillies and hitting .300 six times in his career. Cruz currently serves as a special assistant 
to Astros general manager Ed Wade and as a community outreach executive for the club. He previously served as 
the Astros’ first base coach for 13 seasons from 1997-2009. His number, 25, was officially retired on October 3, 1992. 


33 ¢ MIKE SCOTT 


1983-91 BORN: 4/26/55 IN SANTA MONICA, CA B:RT:R 
Mike Scott is still remembered for doing the impossible: on Sept. 25, 1986, he became 
the first pitcher ever to throw a no-hitter in a clinching situation when he shut down San 
Francisco 2-0 to wrap up the NL West title. Scott, who began his career with the New 
York Mets, was 110-81 with a 3.30 ERA as an Astro from 1983-90, winning the Cy Young 
Award in 1986 when he led the Majors in strikeouts (306), innings pitched (275.1) and 
ERA (2.22). He will also be remembered for his feats in the 1986 NLCS. Scott twice beat 
the New York Mets, limiting them to one run in 18 innings and striking out 19 batters. He became the first player 
from a losing team to win NLCS MVP honors. In 1989, he became Houston’s fourth 20-game winner when he 
posted a 20-10 record. His number, 33, was officially retired on Oct. 3, 1992. 


34 * NOLAN RYAN 


1980-88 BORN: 1/31/47 IN REFUGIO, TX B:RT:R 
The all-time strikeout king and 1999 inductee to the Baseball Hall of Fame played nine 
seasons for the Astros after signing as a free agent on Nov. 19, 1979. He helped the 
Astros to their first National League West Division title in 1980. He tossed his fifth ca- 
reer no-hitter on Sept. 26, 1981 against Los Angeles and posted one of the best post- 
World War Il ERAs (1.69) in helping Houston to the second half title. On April 27, 1983, 
he surpassed Walter Johnson as baseball's all-time strikeout king when he fanned cur- 
rent Houston Astros manager and the former Montreal infielder Brad Mills. He led the 
league with a 2.76 ERA in 1987 despite an 8-16 record. He led the league in strikeouts 
in 1987 (270) and 1988 (228). Ryan made two All-Star appearances while wearing a 
Houston uniform (1981, 1985) and was the owner of 53 Major League pitching records upon his retirement. His 
number, 34, was retired on Sept. 29, 1996. 


49 - LARRY DIERKER 


1964-77 BORN: 9/22/46 IN HOLLYWOOD, CA B:RT:R 
On May 19, 2002, the Astros retired the number 49 of franchise icon Larry Dierker. In 
40 years of service to the organization, Dierker served as a player, front-office mem- 
ber, broadcaster, and manager. In 13 seasons on the mound with Houston, he won 137 
games, second only to Joe Niekro in team history. He owns the franchise records for 
innings pitched, starts, complete games, and shutouts. A two-time All-Star, Dierker 
pitched the fifth no-hitter in franchise history on July 9, 1976. After one season in the 
front office and 18 as a broadcaster, Dierker became only the sixth manager in Major League history to win a 
division crown in his first season. In five seasons as the club's skipper from 1997-2001, he won four division titles, 
and the 1998 team won a franchise-record 102 games, allowing Dierker to earn NL Manager of the Year honors. 
Dierker currently serves as a Community Outreach Exectuve for the Astros. 
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24 ¢ JIMMY WYNN 


1963-73 BORN: 3/12/46 IN HAMILTON, OH B:RT:R 
Jimmy Wynn spent the first 11 years of his 15-year Major League career with the Hous- 
ton franchise, the first two as a member of the Colt .45’s. Despite his small frame (5’9”), 
Wynn boasted enormous power and a strong throwing arm, earning him the nickname 
“The Toy Cannon.’ He ranks among the Top 10 in almost every significant Astros career 
hitting category and led the franchise in hits (1,291), home runs (223), and RBI (719) 
when he left the club after the 1973 season. In 1967, the slugging center fielder finished 
second in the National League in home runs (37) while posting 107 RBI. He also became the first Astro to hit three 
home runs in a game. As a member of the 1974 Dodgers, Wynn smashed 32 home runs with 108 RBI, finishing in 
fifth place for the National League Most Valuable Player Award. Wynn remains an active member of the Houston 
community and currently works as a community outreach executive for the club. His number, 24, was officially 


retired on June 25, 2005. 
5 - JEFF BAGWELL 


1991-2005 BORN: 5/27/68 IN BOSTON, MA B:RT:R 

On August 26, 2007, the Astros retired the No. 5 worn by first baseman Jeff Bagwell 
during his 15-year career with the team. Bagwell is the franchise’s career leader in 
home runs with 449 and in RBI with 1,529, and he is the only Astro to win the National 
League Most Valuable Player Award, having done so in 1994 after hitting .368 with 39 
home runs and 116 RBI. Bagwell is also the only player in franchise history to win the 
NL Rookie of the Year award, capturing the honor in 1991. One of the most respected 
players and leaders in recent Major League memory, Bagwell’s mark on the Astros franchise is indelible, from his 
play on the field to his impact on the younger Astros in the clubhouse. He also earned NL Silver Slugger Awards 
three times (1994, 1997, 1999) and one Rawlings Gold Glove Award (1994), and the four-time All-Star is the only 
Astro with six consecutive 100-RBI seasons. Bagwell was the Astros Opening Day first baseman for 15 consecu- 
tive seasons, and his 2,314 hits rank second in franchise history. Since his retirement in 2006, Bagwell has served 
as a special assistant to the general manager as well as working as the club’s hitting coach for the second half of 


Ze CRAIG BIGGIO 


1988-2007 BORN: 12/14/65 IN SMITHTOWN, NY B:RT:R 

On August 17, 2008, the Astros retired the No. 7 worn by second baseman Craig Biggio 
during his 20-year career with the team. Biggio is the franchise's career leader in runs 
scored (1844) and hits (3060) and is the only player to reach the 3,000-hit plateau while 
wearing an Astros uniform. At the time of his retirment, he ranked 20th in Major League 
history in that category and is one of only nine players to reach the milestone while 
playing his entire career with the same team. Biggio also leads the franchise in doubles 
with 668. In 1998, Biggio joined Hall of Famer Tris Speaker as the only players in the 20th 
century to collect 50-or-more doubles and 50-or-more stolen bases in the same season. 
He followed his 1998 campaign by hitting 56 doubles in 1999, becoming just the sixth 
player in MLB history to have back-to-back 50-double seasons. Biggio has played more 
games (2850) than any other player in franchise history and has been hit by more pitches (285) than any player 
in modern history (since 1900). A seven-time All-Star, Biggio received five Silver Slugger Awards and four Gold 
Gloves. He is the only player in Major League history to make the All-Star team at both catcher and second base. 
Biggio played in a franchise record 20 seasons with the club, including 19 consecutive Opening Day starts (1989- 
2007). He remains a member of the Astros organization as a special assistant to the general manager.

RETIRED ASTROS NUMBERS 


42 » JACKIE ROBINSON 


1947-56 BORN: 1/31/19 IN CAIRO, GA B:RT:R 
On April 15, 1947, Jackie Robinson debuted at first base for the Brooklyn Dodgers, 
becoming the first African American in the 20th century to appear in a Major League 
Baseball uniform. He broke the color barrier, and quickly became one of the league’s 
stars and a symbol of hope to millions of Americans. Known for his daring baserun- 
ning, Robinson stole home 19 times, and helped the Dodgers win the pennant in six 
of his 10 seasons. In 1949, he was named the National League MVP after batting .342 


with 37 steals and 124 runs. And, in 1962, he became the first black player elected to the National Baseball Hall 
of Fame. To mark the 50th anniversary of his historic achievement, Major League Baseball dedicated the 1997 
season to Robinson and retired his number, 42, throughout the league. Robinson died October 24, 1972, at 
the age of 53.

Rookie Greg Gross leads the club with a .314 average, and sets club mark with 185 hits...Ken Forsch appears 
in a then-club record 70 games...Cliff Johnson has five pinch-hit home runs. 


Bob Watson leads the Astros with a .324 average, 157 hits and 85 RBI...Dierker leads the staff with 14 wins.

The Astros celebrate the Astrodome’s 20th Anniversary with a 2-1 
opening day victory over the Dodgers in front of 42,876 fans...Joe 
Niekro becomes Houston's all-time winningest pitcher with his 5-0 
shutout of San Francisco on June 9...Nolan Ryan becomes first player to record 4,000 strikeouts in a career 
when he fans Danny Heep on July 11 at the Astrodome...Jose Cruz reaches the 2,000 hit plateau on Sept. 15. 


A Silver Anniversary season turns golden as the Astros win their second NL West title...Rookie skipper Hal 
Lanier guides the team to a club-record 96 regular season wins...Lanier earns Manager of the Year notice from 
four different press associations after the season...right-hander Mike Scott becomes Houston’s first ever Cy 
Young Award winner, leading the league in ERA (2.22) and strikeouts (306), and winning 18 games for the 
second straight year. 


Houston finishes the season with the third-highest attendance total in baseball (1,909,902)...Nolan Ryan leads 
the Majors in strikeouts with 270 and ties for the lead in ERA with a 2.76 mark...Mike Scott is named the NL 
starter for the All-Star game and throws two scoreless innings.

Houston wins its 2,000th game 6-3 over San Diego on opening night...Mike 
Scott comes within one out of his second career no-hitter on June 12 vs. 
Atlanta...Bob Knepper tosses a one-hitter on September 21 vs. the Braves. 


Mike Scott becomes the fourth Houston pitcher to win 20 games and wins 
his second Astros MVP award...the Astros win 10 straight on the road from 
May 7-31 to seta club record...their 10-game winning streak from May 26 to 
June 4 tied another club mark...Glenn Davis hits a career-high 34 homers. 


Danny Darwin hada league-leading 2.21 ERA, becoming the third Houston 
pitcherin five years to lead the NLin ERA...Franklin Stubbs sets club mark for 
left-handers with 23 home runs...Houston ties a league record by playing 
in 27 extra-inning games...on May 17, Eric Anthony becomes the first Astro 
to hit an upper deck home run since 1970. 


Jeff Bagwell becomes the Astros first BBWAA Rookie of the Year after hit- 
ting .294 with 15 homers and club rookie record of 82 RBI...Craig Biggio 
leads the club in hitting for the second straight year (.295) and joins Pete Harnisch on the NL All-Star team. 


Despite a grueling 26-day road trip made necessary when the Astrodome played host to the Republican Na- 
tional Convention, the Astros rallied in the second half to post the club’s first non-losing season since 1989... 
Craig Biggio became the first player ever to make the All-Star team at both catcher (1991) and second base 
(1992)...Doug Jones was also named to the All-Star team and set the club single-season record with 36 saves. 


The club established several franchise offensive records including batting average (.267), homers (138) and 
doubles (288)...paced by Craig Biggio’s career-high 21 round-trippers, seven Houston players totaled double 
figures in homers for the first time in club history...Mark Portugal set a club record by winning his final 12 
decisions...Darryl Kile posted a nine-game win streak and tosses the ninth no-hitter in Astros history on 
September 8 against New York. 


Jeff Bagwell became the first Houston player ever to win the NL Most Valuable Player award...Bagwell was 
a unanimous selection for only the third time in league history after batting .368 and setting club records 
with 73 extra base hits, 39 homers and 116 RBI...Bagwell earns All-Star honors along with Craig Biggio, Ken 
Caminiti, Doug Drabek and rookie John Hudek...Rookie skipper Terry Collins 

guided the club to a 66-49 mark, one-half game behind Cincinnati, before a 
players’ strike ended the season on August 12. 


The Astros took the chase for the NL's first-ever Wild Card playoff berth to the 
final day of the season before finishing one game behind Colorado...Craig 
Biggio was voted the NL's starting second baseman in the All-Star Game 
and slugged a solo homer...he later was voted team MVP and wins a second 
consecutive Rawlings Gold Glove Award. 


Atwo-and-a-half game lead at the end of August slipped away and denied Houston 
a shot at the NL Central title...the Astros suffered through an 8-17 September, . 
which included a nine-game losing streak, to fall out of the playoff chase..Jeff = 

Bagwell slugged 31 homers and set single season records with 48 doubles and 120 RBI...Derek Bell knocked in 
113 runs, marking the first time ever the club had two 100-plus RBI players in the same season...Craig Biggio 
collected his third consecutive Rawlings Gold Glove Award...Shane Reynolds won 16 games, while he and Darryl 
Kile each topped the 200-mark in strikeouts. 


The Astros captured their first-ever NL Central title and their first division title in 11 years... Jeff Bagwell banged 
43 homers and swiped 31 bases to become Houston's first “30-30” man...Craig Biggio became the first player in 
Major League history to have not grounded into a double play in a 162-game season...fans select Bagwell and 
Biggio to play in the 1997 All-Star Game...Darryl Kile won a team-high 19 games and was also selected to the 
All-Star Team...Larry Dierker became one of only six skippers in Major League history who won a division title in 
his first year as manager. 


The Astros won their second consecutive NL Central title en route to a franchise-best 102-win season...Larry Dierker 
was voted NL Manager of the Year by the BBWAA and Baseball America...General Manager Gerry Hunsicker was 
voted The Sporting News Executive of the Year...Biggio and Moises Alou were selected to represent the Astros in 
the 1998 All-Star Game in Denver...Biggio broke Cesar Cedeno’s record for the most runs scored by an Astro... 
he and Alou each received Silver Slugger Awards for their offensive contributions...five Astros starting pitchers, 
including Randy Johnson who was acquired just minutes before the July 31 non-waiver trading deadline, finished 
the season with double figures in wins.

The Astros bid adieu to the Astrodome in dramatic fashion, 
clinching their third straight NL Central title...the pitching staff 
produced two 20-game winners for the first time in club history 
in Mike Hampton (22-4) and Jose Lima (21-10)...Hampton and Jeff 
Bagwell were both a recipient of the Silver Slugger Award...four 
Astros were selected to represent the National League in the 70th 
annual All-Star Game (Bagwell, Hampton, Lima, Billy Wagner)... 
Wagner was the recipient of the 1999 Rolaids Relief Man Award. 


History was made as the doors of sparkling-new Minute Maid 
Park opened for the first time on March 30 before an exhibition 
game with the New York Yankees...a record 3,056,139 fans passed 
through the turnstiles during the Astros inaugural season at their 
new ballpark...Houston finished the season at 72-90 to mark the 
club's first sub-.500 season since 1991...Bagwell ended the 
2000 season having logged 310 career homers and became 
only the 87th Major Leaguer to reach the 300-homer plateau... 
Shane Reynolds was named to the All-Star team, marking his 
first career selection to the Mid-Summer Classic. 


The 2001 season went right down to the wire as the Astros 
clinched their fourth division title in five years with a 9-2 win 
over the Cardinals on October 7 in St. Louis...play stopped 
throughout the sports world following the tragic terrorist 
attacks on September 11; the regular season was extended a 
week....Moises Alou, Billy Wagner and Lance Berkman repre- 
sented the Astros at the 72nd Mid-Summer Classic...Jeff Bagwell 
became the sixth player in MLB history to have 30 homers, 100 
RBI and 100 runs scored in six consecutive seasons...manager 
Larry Dierker resigned and was replaced by former Red Sox skipper Jimy Williams...the Astros were named 
Organization of the Year by SportsTicker, Topps, Baseball America and Baseball Weekly...Brad Ausmus received 
a Gold Glove award for defensive excellence at his position. 


By Houston standards, the 2002 season was a disappointment after the Astros finished with an 84-78 record... 
Wade Miller and Roy Oswalt combined for 34-13 on the year while stringing together 12- and nine-game win- 
ning streaks, respectively...Astros hurlers threw 10 shutouts at home to contribute to a 47-34 record at home...in 
May, the Astros retired Larry Dierker’s No. 49 in a pregame ceremony...Lance Berkman represented the Astros at 
the 2002 All-Star game...Houston’s ballpark was re-christened Minute Maid Park when the Astros announced an 
agreement with the local beverage giant for naming rights on June 5...Brad Ausmus won his second consecutive 
Gold Glove Award. 


Houston ended the season in second place, one game behind the division champ Chicago Cubs...on June 
11 at Yankee Stadium, six Astros pitchers combined to no-hit the Yankees for the 8-0 win: Roy Oswalt, Pete 
Munro, Kirk Saarloos, Brad Lidge, Octavio Dotel and Billy Wagner...it was the first time in ML history that a 
team used five or more pitchers in throwing a no-hitter...Wagner recorded a career-high and franchise-record 
44 saves on the season and represented the team at the All-Star game...Jeriome Robertson set the franchise 
record for a rookie with 15 wins, leading all ML rookies. 


Minute Maid Park hosted the 2004 All-Star Game...Roger Cle- 
mens came out of retirement and returned to his hometown to 
pitch - he won his first nine decisions, and on May 5, he claimed 
the No. 2 slot on the all-time strikeout list with his 4,137th career 
strikeout...on May 8, Craig Biggio collected his 2,500th career 
hit...the Astros acquired outfielder Carlos Beltran on June 24, 
who finished with a combined 38 home runs and 42 stolen bases 
between Houston and Kansas City...four Astros were named All- 
Stars: Clemens, Beltran, Lance Berkman, and Jeff Kent...on July 
14, Phil Garner replaced Jimy Williams as manager...Houston 
claimed the NL Wild Card and won their first postseason series, 
defeating the Atlanta Braves in Game 5 of the NLDS...the NLCS 
was pushed to Game 7 before St. Louis defeated Houston...

The Astros advanced to the World Series for the first time in 
franchise history after defeating the St. Louis Cardinals 4-2 in 
a rematch of the 2004 NLCS...the Chicago White Sox went on to 
sweep the Astros in four games to claim their first World Series 
since 1917...the Astros hosted the first World Series game in the 
state of Texas, and Game 3 on Oct. 25 turned into the longest in 
World Series history as the White Sox won in 14 innings, 7-5... 
Houston won the NL Wild Card for the second season in a row, 
finishing in second place in the NL Central Division with a record 
of 89-73...the Astros won the longest game in postseason history, 
defeating Atlanta in the NLDS, 7-6, in 18 innings after a Chris 
Burke solo home run in the bottom of the 18th, while Roger 
Clemens tossed 3.0 scoreless innings of relief...the club started 
the season with a 2-21 record on the road, and overcame a 15-30 
record on May 24 to become the first team since the 1914 Boston 
Braves to make the postseason after falling to 15 games under .500...on June 29, Craig Biggio was hit by a 
pitch for the 268th time of his career, setting the modern Major League record...Roger Clemens returned to 
the Astros for a second year and finished 13-8 with a career-best 1.89 ERA...Roy Oswalt posted his second 
consecutive 20-win season, finishing 20-12 with a 2.94 ERA...Andy Pettitte won 17 games and recorded a 
career-low 2.39 ERA...for the second season ina row, four Astros were named to the All Star squad: Clemens, 
Oswalt, Brad Lidge and Morgan Ensberg...Ensberg set career-highs in home runs and RBI, and took home 
the National League Silver Slugger Award at third base...Willy Taveras made the jump from Double A to 
the Majors and led all NL Rookies in hits, runs and stolen bases...Taveras also led the Majors with 70 infield 
hits and 29 bunt singles. 


The Astros finished 82-80, in second place, 1.5 games behind the World Champion St. Louis Cardinals, giving 
Houston its sixth consecutive winning season...Lance Berkman made his fourth All-Star appearance and set the 
single-season franchise record with 136 RBI...Roy Oswalt won the ERA crown with a 2.98 mark, while winning 
15 games...he was the runner-up in the NL Cy Young Award voting...Adam Everett recorded the fourth-best 
fielding percentage by a shortstop in Major League history, holding down a .990 mark at the position...the 
Astros finished .500 or better for the 14th time in 15 years and their second-place finish marked the 12th time 
in 13 years that the club had claimed first or second place in the NL Central. 


The Astros finished 73-89, the club’s lowest winning percent- 
age since 2000 (.451), in 4th place in the NL Central and 12.0 
games behind the division-winning Chicago Cubs...the Astros 
drew 3,000,000 fans to Minute Maid Park for the fourth time 
in franchise history...OF Carlos Lee was named team MVP after 
driving in a career-best 119 runs...Hunter Pence became the first 
rookie in Major League history to lead a league in hitting at the 
All-Star Break (.342)...Pence set Houston franchise rookie records 
in doubles, extra-base hits, hitting, and slugging...on June 28, 
franchise icon Craig Biggio reached the 3,000-hit plateau, all 
collected in an Astros uniform...on Sept. 20, Ed Wade and Cecil 
Cooper were named to replace General Manager Tim Purpura 
and manager Phil Garner, respectively. 


The club finished 86-75, in third place in the NL Central and 11.0 
games behind division-champion Chicago...Houston finished 3.5 
games behind Milwaukee in the NL Wild Card race and was not eliminated from playoff contention until the 
season’s 159th game...Jose Valverde led the National League with 44 saves and tied Billy Wagner's franchise 
single-season saves record, previously set in 2003...Roy Oswalt went 17-10 and won 10 of his last 12 starts... 
Houston pitchers compiled 13 shutouts, leading National League staffs...in May, Lance Berkman won the 
NL Player of the Month Award after enjoying a 50-at-bat span in which he hit .620 (31x50)...Berkman led the 
league with a .345 average with runners in scoring position and tied for the league lead with 46 doubles... 
the Astros committed 67 errors, the fewest errors for any team in National League history anchored by 
shortstop Miguel Tejada. 


The Astros played well through their first four months of the season, topping out at 49-46 and just 1.0 game 
out of first place on July 22...three new Astros emergedas stars, including center fielder Michael Bourn, right 
fielder Hunter Pence and left-handed starter Wandy Rodriguez...Bourn was named the Astros team MVP 
and was awarded a Gold Glove for his defensive work in the field...he became the first Astros center fielder 
to win a gold glove since Cesar Cedeno won the award in five straight seasons from 1972-76...he was also

named as the recipient of the Cool Papa Bell Award from the Negro Leagues Baseball Museum after leading 
the National League in stolen bases...Pence was elected to his first career All-Star Game and led all Major 
League outfielders with 16 outfield assists...he also became the first right fielder in club history to record 
consecutive 25+ homer seasons...Rodriguez had a career year, leading the Astros pitching staff with a 14-12 
record and a 3.02 ERA in 33 starts...other major contributors included Lance Berkman, Carlos Lee and Ivan 
Pudge Rodriguez, who became the first trio of teammates in MLB history to reach their 300th career home 
run in the same season...Pudge also contributed to the record books by setting a new MLB record for games 
caught in a career when he caught in his 2,227th game on June 17 at TEX. 


The Astros finished with a record of 76-86 and in fourth place in the NL Central...despite their disapointing 
record the Astros showed steady improvement under first-year manager Brad Mills...the team got off to a 
tough start, losing their first eight games of the season, marking the second-slowest start in franchise his- 
tory (0-9 in 1983)...the club bottomed out on May 31, dropping to 17-34 and in last place in the NL Central... 
this is where Mills was impressive, guiding the club to a 59-52 record through the remaining four months of 
2010...a major part of the Astros upswing can be credited to the Astros starting pitching staff and the addi- 
tion of hitting coach Jeff Bagwell, who joined the club at the All-Star Break...a trio of hurlers in Brett Myers, 
Wandy Rodriguez and Bud Norris had an impressive run over the final two months of the season (16-6, 2.90 
ERA) despite missing a key cog to previous Astros rotations: Roy Oswalt...Oswalt, along with first baseman 
Lance Berkman were both dealt in midseason trades that returned Major League pitchers J.A. Happ and 
Mark Melancon and infielder Brett Wallace...the trades seem to energize the club and open up opportunities 
for Myers and rookie Chris Johnson to impress...a free agent signing in the offseason, Myers was the steady 
force for Houston in 2010, beginning his campaign with a franchise record-setting 32 consecutive starts of 
6.0-or-more innings...Johnson earned the Astros rookie of the year after leading all Major League rookies 
in batting average (min. 300 ABs)...for the second consecutive year, center fielder Michael Bourn would win 
a gold glove and lead the National League in stolen bases. 


The Astros 2011 season can be described by one word: change... 
after departing with veterans Lance Berkman and Roy Oswalt 
in 2010, the Astros continued their rebuilding efforts in 2011, 
this time dealing CF Michael Bourn, 2B Jeff Keppinger and RF 
Hunter Pence midseason for a return of 10 prospects...with 
the exodus of three starters, the club got a chance to witness 
the Major League values of 2B Jose Altuve, RF Brian Bogusevic 
and LF J.D. Martinez...all three turned in impressive months as 
the club’s starters at the vacated positions...no young player 
impressed more than Martinez, who posted 28 RBI in August, 
his first full month in the Majors...LHP Wandy Rodriguez had 
another solid campaign, winning 11 games ona team that lost 
106 games on the season...following the year, the club was 
officially purchased by Houston business man Jim Crane, who 
appointed George Postolos as President and CEO...Crane and 
Postolos made their first significant hire in Jeff Luhnow, who 
will serve as the 12th general manager in club history. 


Under new management the Astros continued to rebuild in 2012...the Astros traded their veteran players in 
exchange for young prospects in order to build a pipeline of young talent that will allow them to compete 
for a championship in the future...the Astros acquired 10 prospects in trading Veterans Carlos Lee, Brett 
Myers, Wandy Rodriguez and Chris Johnson during the season...2B Jose Altuve shined this season for the 
team as he posted a .340 OBP, while tallying 40 walks in 147 games...Altuve was the lone Astro to be named 
to the All-Star Team in 2012...OF Justin Maxwell led the club in homers with 18 in his first season as an As- 
tro... Maxwell was claimed off waivers from the Yankees...RHP Lucas Harrell had a breakout rookie season 
as he led the club in wins, innings pitched and starts...Harrell went 11-11 in 32 outings for the Astros...the 
Astros announced that Bo Porter would serve as the new manager for the 2013 season...Tony DeFrancesco 
replaced Brad Mills on an interim basis after Mills was let go during the season. 


L AMERICAN LEAGUE 


Colt Stadium served as the home to Houston's first Major League 
Baseball franchise: the Colt .45s. The outdoor, single-deck facility 
was constructed as a temporary home until a domed stadium would 
be completed. It was in operation for three seasons, from 1962-1964, 
and was witness to two no-hitters, both by the Colts: Don Nottebart 
in 1962 and Ken Johnson in 1963. High heat and humidity moved 
many games to late afternoon starts and pushed the National League 
to lift its ban on Sunday night games. It was located in what is now 
the Astrodome’s north parking lot. 


By the time the Astrodome opened on April 9, 1965, for an exhibition 
game between the Houston Astros and New York Yankees, it was 
already heralded as the “Eighth Wonder of the World.” The largest 
structure of its kind and the world’s first multi-purpose domed stadium, 
the Astrodome came to symbolize the futuristic home of professional 
sports in America. In honor of Houston's significance to the country’s 
space program, it was appropriately named the Astrodome, and to 
maintain the theme, the Colt .45s were proudly renamed the Astros. 
AstroTurf was developed and installed to start the 1966 campaign 
after natural grass was unsuccessful. It served as the Astros home 
for 35 seasons.

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ASTROS FORD C. FRICK AWARD WINNERS 


The Ford C. Frick Award is presented annually by the Baseball Hall of Fame to a broadcaster for “major contributions to 
baseball.” The award, named after the late broadcaster, National League President, Commissioner, and Hall of Famer, 
has been presented annually since 1978. Frick was a driving force behind the creation of the Hall of Fame in Cooperstown 
and he helped foster the relationship between radio and the game of baseball. 


The Ford C. Frick Award is presented annually during the Hall of Fame Induction Ceremony. Each award recipient (not to 
be confused with an inductee) is presented with a calligraphy of the award during the Hall of Fame Induction Ceremony 
and is recognized in the “Scribes & Mikemen” exhibit in the Library of the National Baseball Hall of Fame. 


HARRY KALAS (Astros broadcaster from 1965-1970) 


Harry Kalas, longtime announcer for the Philadelphia Phillies, was the 2002 recipient of 
the Ford C. Frick Award. A native of Naperville, Ill., Kalas graduated from the University of 
lowa in 1959 with a Bachelor of Arts degree in Speech, Radio, and Television. The affable 
broadcaster was drafted into the military on graduation day and spent the following two 
years in Hawaii with the U.S. Army. In 1961, he served as sports director of radio station 
KGU and also began broadcasting for the Pacific Coast League’s Hawaii Islanders as well 
as the University of Hawaii. An original member of the Astros broadcast team in 1965, he 
called games for Houston until 1970. In 1971, he moved to the Phillies broadcast booth, 
where he shared the microphone with Hall of Fame outfielder Richie Ashburn for 26 sea- 
sons. Kalas was honored as Pennsylvania Sportscaster of the Year 18 times. He also broadcast Big Five basketball 
and Notre Dame football. Kalas, revered for his uncanny ability to connect with his listeners, whether on radio or 
television, called more than 5,000 Phillies games. His passion for the game was unsurpassed, and his powerful, 
soothing voice was a summertime tradition throughout Pennsylvania, Delaware and New Jersey. 


GENE ELSTON* (Astros broadcaster from 1962-1986) 


Gene Elston’s baseball broadcasting career spanned 47 years, primarily as a radio an- 
nouncer. The 2006 recipient of the Ford C. Frick Award, delivered baseball to a new legion of 
fans as the lead voice of the expansion Houston Astros for 25 years, from their beginnings 
as the 1962 Colt .45s, through their 1986 National League West Division championship. 
While his voice became a beacon to fans in Texas and the Southwest, Elston’s broadcasting 
responsibilities also included numerous national assignments. Elston broke into radio as 
a high school basketball broadcaster in 1941 in Fort Dodge, lowa. After serving the Navy 
during World War Il, he returned to the small midwest stations he knew so well. His break 
came in 1945 when he handled color commentary for the National Football League Cleve- 

land Rams. His entry into baseball came in 1946, when Elston was hired to call games for the Waterloo White 
Hawks of the Three | League. Three years later, he was named play-by-play for Des Moines of the Western League. 
In 1954 he made the major leagues as the number two man for the Chicago Cubs. In 1958, Elston was chosen to 
work with Bob Feller for Mutual’s Game of the Day, which aired over 350 stations across the country, a position he 
held through 1960. In 1961, as baseball was expanding, he was the first announcer to handle play-by-play duties 
for the Houston franchise. He went on to work the CBS Radio Game of the Week from 1987-1995 and CBS post- 
season games from 1995-1997. A Texas Baseball Hall of Fame inductee, Elston also created a unique scorebook, 
Gene Elston’s Stati-Score Baseball Scorebook, and has authored two books, including the 2001 release, A Stitch in 
Time: A Baseball Chronology, 1845-2000. 


MILO HAMILTON* (Astros broadcaster from 1985-present) 


Milo Hamilton, the 1992 recipient of the Ford C. Frick Award, has broadcast major league 
baseball for well over 40 years. His big league on-air career has included stops with the 
St. Louis Browns (1953), St. Louis Cardinals (1954), Chicago Cubs (1956-57 and 1980-84), 
Chicago White Sox (1962-65), Atlanta Braves (1966-75), Pittsburgh Pirates (1976-79), and 
Houston Astros (1985-present). It is no coincidence that he has probably been behind the 
microphone for more historic baseball events than any other announcer. His smooth style 
appeals to his listeners and his knowledge of the game has earned him the respect of his 
peers. Among the milestones he has broadcast are Hank Aaron's 715th home run, Ernie 
Banks’ fifth grand-slam of the 1955 season, seven no-hitters and Roger Maris’ 61st homer 
(recreated on Western Union ticker). He was also on the Cardinals’ broadcast crew when Stan 
Musial hit his record-breaking fifth home run in a doubleheader and he was doing the play-by-play 18 years later 
when San Diego's Nate Colbert duplicated Musial’s feat. Wherever he has been, Hamilton has involved himself in 
fund-raising activities, and over the years he has helped raise over $1,500,000 for local charities. Born in Fairfield, 
lowa, on September 2, 1927, Hamilton graduated from the University of lowa with a degree in radio speech. Milo 
has shared the broadcast booth with numerous other Frick Award winners, including Jack Brickhouse, Bob Elson, 
Harry Caray and Jack Buck.

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THE HOUSTON BASEBALL MEDIA WALL OF HONOR 


Each season, the Houston Baseball Media Wall of Honor, located on the club level at Minute Maid Park, inducts a current 
or former Houston media member who has made significant and lasting contributions to the landscape of Houston 
baseball through their work in journalism or broadcasting. 


ANITA MARTINI (inaugural, 2007 inductee) 


The inaugural inductee into the Houston Baseball Media Wall of Honor was the late Anita 
Martini, a pioneer in the sports media field. Martini, a native of Galveston, was a pioneer 
for women in sports journalism. Martini began her career with Houston radio station KTRH 
during the 1960s and became the nation’s first woman sports anchor in the early 1970s, at 
Houston television station KPRC. In 1974, she challenged Major League Baseball for the 
right to join her male colleagues in the clubhouse for post-game interviews with the play- 
ers. Martini won her fight when she interviewed Jimmy Wynn in the Los Angeles Dodgers 
clubhouse after a game at the Houston Astrodome. By the 1980s, she was hosting one of 
the first call-in sports shows on Houston AM radio station KPRC. She died of cancer in 1993 
at the age of 54. Martini also is an inductee of the Texas Baseball Hall of Fame. 


GE N E E LSTO N (2008 inductee) 


Elston broadcast Major League Baseball games in Houston for 25 years as the Voice of the 
Astros from 1962-1986. He was behind the microphone for the first game in franchise 
history on April 10, 1962, when the Colt .45s defeated the Chicago Cubs. Elston was the 
first play-by-play broadcaster for the Houston franchise, and a generation of baseball 
fans received their introductions to both the Astros and Major League Baseball by his 
broadcasts. Elston broadcast baseball for 47 years, beginning with Waterloo of the Triple 
| League in 1947. After nine seasons broadcasting minor league baseball, Elston made 
his Major League debut with the Chicago Cubs in 1954. He also called the Mutual “Game 
of the Week” from 1958-60 and the CBS Radio “Game of the Week” from 1987-97. In 
2006, Elston was honored with the Ford C. Frick Award from the National Baseball Hall of Fame and Museum for 
his significant and lasting contributions to the game of baseball through his work in broadcasting. Among the 
highlights of Elston’s career with the Astros included calling eight of the team’s no-hitters, two Astros NL Western 
Division Championships (1980, 1986), and Nolan Ryan breaking Walter Johnson's all-time strikeout record in 1983. 
He was inducted in the Texas Baseball Hall of Fame in 1993. 


NEIL HOHLFELD (2009 inductee) 


Hohlfeld covered the Houston Astros as the beat writer for the Houston Chronicle from 
1979 until 1995. He served as president of the Houston chapter of the Baseball Writers 
Association of America in 1993. In 1996, Hohlfeld went on to cover other sports, including 
Texas A&M athletics and NASCAR, through 2006 before assuming an editing assignment 
for the Chronicle. In 2007, he returned to his first love as a baseball analyst for FS Houston’s 
pre- and post-game shows. Hohlfeld graduated from the University of Missouri with a 
Bachelor of Journalism in 1973 and began his career in Hannibal, Mo. He worked for the 
Chicago Tribune from 1974-79 before joining the Chronicle in 1979. Hohlfeld passed away 
on July 19, 2008 at the age of 56. He was honored by the Houston chapter of the BBWAA 
as the recipient of the 2008 Fred Hartman Long and Meritorious Service Award. 


MICKEY HERSKOWITZ (2010 inductee) 


Herskowitz was one of Houston’s original beat writers and columnists, having covered 
the team since its inception in 1962. He wrote for both the Houston Post and Houston 
Chronicle. A graduate of the University of Houston, at age 26, Herskowitz became the 
nation’s youngest sports editor of a major newspaper and later received international 
recognition for his coverage of the terrorist tragedy at the 1972 Munich Olympics. He 
was the first writer to win national first place awards in three Associated Press categories 
in one year, 1968. In addition to his journalism career, Herskowitz has authored books 
on historical figures, such as Gene Autry, Nolan Ryan, Paul “Bear” Bryant and Prescott 
Bush. He was also the ghostwriter of several autobiographies, including Dan Rather and 
Mickey Mantle. A former Marine, he has been inducted into the Houston Chamber of Commerce Hall of Fame, 
and received the national Headliners Award for excellence in sports writing. Herskowitz is also a former executive 
with the American Football League; a New York magazine editor; an original partner in the Houston Rockets; anda 
journalism professor at Sam Houston State University. He was inducted into the Texas Baseball Hall of Fame in 1997. 
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BILL BROWN (2077 inductee) 


The 2012 season will be Bill Brown's 26th season as a play-by-play announcer for the 
Houston Astros. Brown, also known as “Brownie, joined the Astros in 1987 after work- 
ing as senior producer and anchor of the Financial News Network's SCORE program. 
Prior to that assignment, he was the sports director of the Sports Time Cable Network, 
which televised select Reds, Royals and Cardinals games. He spent one year with HSE in 
Pittsburgh and was the television voice of the Cincinnati Reds from 1976-82.Brown, who 
began his broadcast career on radio at 18 years old, graduated from the University of 
Missouri in 1969 and became a U.S. Army broadcast specialist, working as a sportscaster 
for the Armed Forces Vietnam Network in Saigon from 1970-71. After leaving the service 
in 1971, Brown completed one semester of graduate school at Central Missouri State College in 1971 and then 
earned a job at WLWT-TV in Cincinnati. Brown has broadcast for two teams in the World Series, the 1976 Reds and 
the 2005 Astros. He also called Craig Biggio’s historic 3,000th hit in 2007, as well as many other memorable mo- 
ments during both his Astros broadcasting tenure and overall broadcasting career. Brown was inducted into the 
Texas Baseball Hall of Fame on November 12, 2004. 


MILO HAMILTON (2012 inductee) 


Hall of Fame broadcaster Milo Hamilton spent a total of 59 seasons broadcasting Major 
League Baseball, which ranks as the second-longest broadcasting career in the game’s 
history. A member of the Texas Baseball Hall of Fame, Hamilton has also been recognized 
by the National Baseball Hall of Fame, having won the Ford C. Frick Award in 1992. As 
an Astros broadcaster, he called many of the greatest moments in franchise history, 
including Nolan Ryan's 4,000th strikeout in 1985, the final out of Mike Scott’s dramatic, 
division-clinching no-hitter in 1986, the Astros historic, six-pitcher, combined no-hitter 
at Yankee Stadium in 2003, the Astros 2005 Game 6 NLCS clincher, and Craig Biggio’s 
3,000th hit in 2007. Prior to joining Houston, Hamilton had already established himself 


as a top broadcaster in the game, having called Hank Aaron’s historic 715th home run on April 8, 1974. His career 
accomplishments also include calling games at 59 Major League ballparks, being behind the mic for 11 no-hitters 
and broadcasting for the Pirates during their 1979 World Series championship season. At the conclusion of the 
2012 campaign, he retired from his position as “The Voice of the Astros’, having established himself as one of the 
all-time great broadcasters in Major League Baseball history.

On May 11, 1998, Jeff Bagwell hit his 98th Astrodome home run off 
the Marlins’ Livan Hernandez to put the first baseman one ahead of 
outfielder Jimmy Wynn, whose 97 Houston homers was the most by 
any player in the history of the franchise. Bagwell eventually hit 126 
home runs in the Astrodome before the Astros moved to Minute Maid 
Park in 2000. Wynn hit 93 of his roundtrippers in the Astrodome and 
four in Colt Stadium during his 11-year career which lasted from 1963- 
73. And, speaking of Colt Stadium, the record for Houston homers in 
that facility stands at 21 by Bob Aspromonte. Lance Berkman is the 
active club leader in home runs hit at Minute Maid Park, with 151.

Because of a midseason player 
strike that forced a complete shut- 
down of Major League Baseball 
for almost two months, a split- 
season format and a new tier of 
playoffs were created after the work 
stoppage ended. This new format 
matched the Astros against the Los 
Angeles Dodgers for a best-of-five 
National League West Division Se- 
ries. 

Behind Nolan Ryan's pitching and 
Alan Ashby’s two-run homer in the 
ninth inning, the Astros took a 3-1 
victory in Game 1. Houston then 
took a 2-0 series lead with a 1-0 
triumph in Game 2 as Denny Wall- 
ing stroked a pinch-hit single with 
the bases loaded and two out in the 
11th inning. 

Back in their familiar L.A. sur- 
roundings, the Dodgers managed to 
take control of the remainder of the 
series. They erupted for three first- 
inning runs in Game 3 and coasted 
to a 6-1 victory as three pitchers 
combined on a three-hitter. 

Game 4 turned out to be a pitch- 
er’s battle. Neither the Dodgers nor 
the Astros put a runner on base in 
the first four innings as Fernando 
Valenzuela and Vern Ruhle were in 
complete command. Both pitchers 
allowed four hits in the game, but 
Pedro Guerrero belted a solo homer 
in the fifth and Bill Russell added an 
RBI single in the seventh to give the 
Dodgers a 2-1 victory that evened 
the series at two games apiece. 

Another pitching struggle en- 
sued in Game 5. Nolan Ryan domi- 
nated the Dodgers until the sixth 
inning, when L.A. put together a 
three-run rally. Los Angeles starter 
Jerry Reuss threw a five-hit shutout 
in the 4-0 victory.

Houston pitcher Mike Scott 
defeated the Mets in Games 1 and 4 
and would have faced them a third 
time in Game 7 if the Astros had won 
Game 6. Houston scored three runs 
in the first as Bob Knepper shut out 
the Mets on two hits through eight 
innings. But in the top of the ninth, 
New York tied the game and sent 
the game to extra innings. No one 
scored again until the Mets put a 
run across in the 14th. Astro Billy 
Hatcher tied it up again later in the 
14th with a home run just inside the 
left field foul pole. Two innings later, 
the Mets scored three runs. The As- 
tros scored twice in the 16th, but fell 
just short as Jesse Orosco struck out 
Kevin Bass with two men on base to 
win his third game of the series and 
give New York the pennant. 

In the series opener, Houston 
scored just one run off Dwight 
Gooden. The one run was plenty, as 
Mike Scott tossed a five-hit shutout 
and struck out 14. New York came 
back with five runs in Game 2 to win 
behind Bob Ojeda, who gave up 10 
hits but only one run. In Game 3, the 
Astros held the lead into the last of 
the sixth, when New York tied the 
score with four runs. Houston retook 
the lead in the seventh with a run, 
but Lenny Dykstra won it for New 
York with a two-run homer in the 
bottom of the ninth. 

The Astros win in Game 4 evened 
the series. Houston scored three 
runs by the time Scott allowed 
the Mets’ only run of the game. 
Houston's Nolan Ryan gave up only 
two hits in the first nine innings of 
Game 5 while striking out 12, but 
New York's Gooden also yielded only 
one runin 10 innings of work. Astros 
pitcher Charlie Kerfeld shut out the 
Mets in the 10th and the 11th, and 
the Mets’ Orosco stopped Houston 
in the 11th and 12th. In the bottom 
of the 12th, Mets’ catcher Gary 
Carter’s RBI single off Kerfeld ended 
the game and set the stage for the 
16-inning marathon the next day.

The Astros 1998 season will be 
remembered as one of the most suc- 
cessful in the organization's 37-year 
history. The postseason, however, 
was a disappointment, as the Astros 
were eliminated in the National 
League Division Series. 

The club entered the playoffs 
as the most feared team in the NL, 
featuring the league’s most pro- 
lific offense and newly-acquired ace 
lefthander Randy Johnson. But four 
games later it was the San Diego 
Padres who advanced while the 
Astros went home. 

Johnson, who was 10-1 with a 
1.28 ERA in 11 starts after being 
acquired in a July 31 trade with the 
Mariners, lost both of his postseason 
starts despite a 1.93 ERA. The Hous- 
ton offense managed just eight runs 
in the series. 

After Kevin Brown shut down the 
Astros’ offense in Game 1, Houston 
bounced back in Game 2 to beat 
San Diego 5-4, thanks to late-inning 
heroics by third baseman Bill Spiers. 
Games 3 and 4, however, belonged 
to the Padres, who ended the series 
on their home field at Qualcomm 
Stadium to advance to the NLCS.

The Astros won their first playoff 
series in franchise history, defeating 
longtime playoff nemesis Atlanta in 
five games. Carlos Beltran homered 
twice and Houston exploded for 17 
hits in a 12-3 win over the Braves in 
the deciding Game 5. Beltran col- 
lected four hits and drove in five runs 
in the clincher while hitting .455 with 
four home runs and nine RBI in the 
entire series, a series which saw the 
Astros set virtually every team offen- 
sive playoff record. Beltran became 
the second player in postseason 
history to drive in at least five runs 
in a clinching game. 

The Astros scored four in the 
third and three in the fifth to win the 
series opener at Atlanta 9-3. Beltran, 
Jason Lane, Lance Berkman, and 
Brad Ausmus homered in the win, 
while Roger Clemens recorded ca- 
reer playoff victory number nine by 
allowing three runs in seven innings. 

Atlanta evened the series in 
Game 2 on Rafael Furcal’s two-run 
home run in the 11th against Dan 
Miceli. Roy Oswalt allowed one run 
in 6.1 innings in the loss, while Raul 
Chavez went 2x3 with a home run. 
Houston took a 2-1 advantage in 
the series in Game 3 in Houston, 
winning 8-5 thanks to a three-run 
sixth, a Beltran home run, and three 
RBI from Morgan Ensberg. Brandon 
Backe earned the win in his first 
playoff start and Brad Lidge earned 
the save. 

The Braves knotted the series 
at two games apiece, scoring once 
in the ninth to win a 6-5 decision. 
Andruw Jones had three hits and 
Adam LaRoche three RBI in the At- 
lanta win, while Craig Biggio was 3x4 
with a home run and three RBI. Russ 
Springer allowed the ninth-inning 
run to suffer the loss. 

The series moved back to Atlanta 
for Game 5, which is where the As- 
tros exploded for 12 runs and 17 
hits to clinch the 2004 NLDS series 
victory.

The Astros came within one game 
of their first trip to the World Series but 
fell just short, losing the 2004 NLCS to 
St. Louis in seven games. Home runs by 
Albert Pujols and Scott Rolen against 
Houston starter Roger Clemens were 
the difference in the clincher, a 5-2 
Redbird win at Busch Stadium that sent 
St. Louis to its first World Series since 
1987. Offensively in the NLCS, Carlos 
Beltran paced Houston with a .417 
average, four home runs, and eight RBI. 
Beltran’s eight home runs in the 2004 
playoffs tied Barry Bonds for the most 
in a single postseason. Lance Berkman 
homered three times and drove in nine 
runs, while Jeff Kent also hit three home 
runs while plating seven runners. 

All seven games of the series were 
won by the home club, including 10-7 
and 6-4 wins, respectively, by St. Louis 
in Games 1 and 2. The Cardinals scored 
sixin the sixth in Game 1 (including five 
against Chad Qualls), while two runs in 
the bottom of the eighth against Astros 
reliever Dan Miceli gave Julian Tavarez 
the win and the Redbirds a 2-0 series 
lead. 

Roger Clemens earned the win in 
Game 3, with Kent, Beltran, and Berk- 
man each homering in a 5-2 Astros 
victory. The Astros overcame a 5-3 
deficit in Game 4, scoring two in the 
seventh and one in the eighth en route 
to a 6-5 win that gave Dan Wheeler his 
first postseason victory. 

Game 5 was perhaps the most 
exciting in Astros playoff history, with 
Jeff Kent's three-run home run in the 
bottom of the ninth, breaking a score- 
less tie and propelling Houston to a 3-0 
victory and a 3-2 series lead. Brandon 
Backe allowed only one hit and three 
baserunners in eight scoreless innings, 
while Kent’s homer gave Brad Lidge 
the win after the right-hander recorded 
saves in Games 4 and 5. 

Jim Edmonds’ two-run home run in 
the 12th off Miceli allowed the Redbirds 
to even the series at three games apiece 
with a 6-4 St. Louis victory. Jeff Bagwell 
had three hits and two RBI in the loss, 
while Mike Lamb homered for Houston 
ina losing cause. In the deciding Game 
7, Clemens allowed four runs and six 
hits in six innings, and the St. Louis 
bullpen held the lead for Jeff Suppan 
as the Cardinals advanced to the World 
Series.

The Astros knocked Atlanta out of 
the playoffs for the second seasonin 
arowas Houston won the 2005 NLDS 
in four games. Chris Burke and Roger 
Clemens emerged as the heroes of 
clinching Game 4, the longest in 
postseason history. In the bottom 
of the 18th inning, Burke snapped a 
6-6 tie and won the game witha solo 
home run, ending an eight-inning 
scoreless streak by both teams. 
Clemens earned the win after pitch- 
ing three scoreless innings, on three 
day's rest in his first relief appearance 
in 21 years. Lance Berkman socked 
an eighth-inning grand slam to bring 
the Astros within one run, and with 
two outs in the bottom of the ninth, 
Brad Ausmus sent the contest into 
extra-innings with a game-tying 
solo home run. The decisive Game 4 
lasted a postseason-record five hours 
and 50 minutes and the teams used 
an NLDS-record 42 combined play- 
ers. 

A five-run outburst in the eighth 
inning made Game 1 a blowout in 
the Astros favor, as Houston took a 
1-0 series advantage with a 10-5 win. 
Morgan Ensberg led the attack with 
five RBI and three hits while Andy 
Pettitte earned the win. Craig Biggio 
doubled and scored three times as 
the Astros banged out 11 hits. 

Atlanta secured its only win in 
Game 2 as the Braves scored five 
times off losing pitcher Roger Cle- 
mens ina 7-1 contest. Brian McCann 
hit a three-run homer and Adam 
LaRoche belted a two-run double as 
the Braves evened the series at one 
game apiece. John Smoltz allowed 
one run over seven innings and set 
a Major League record with his 15th 
postseason win. 

Roy Oswalt pitched into the 
eighth inning of Game 3 and earned 
the win as the Astros took a 2-1 lead 
in the series. Houston set an NLDS 
record with seven doubles, includ- 
ing three by Craig Biggio, tying a 
postseason record. Mike Lamb broke 
a 2-2 tie in the third inning and put 
the Astros ahead for good with his 
third career postseason home run.

Houston advanced to its first World Series 
after 44 years as the Astros defeated the 
Cardinals 4-2 in the 2005 NLCS. Roy Oswalt 
earned MVP honors as he picked up wins 
in Game 2 and the decisive Game 6. Oswalt 
allowed only two runs in the series, going 
2-0 with a 1.29 ERA and 12 strikeouts in 14 
innings. Craig Biggio led the Astros with eight 
hits in the series and Chris Burke led the team 
with five runs scored. 

Game 6 was decided in St. Louis, with Os- 
walt allowing three hits over seven innings to 
earn the win. Houston had 11 hits, including a 
home run by Jason Lane, in the 5-1 clinching 
game. Brad Ausmus went 3x4 in the contest 
and finished with a .318 NLCS average. 

In Game 5, the Astros led 4-2 in the ninth 
and were on the verge of advancing to the 
club's first World Series when Albert Pujols 
smasheda three-run home run off Brad Lidge, 
giving the Cardinals a 5-4 comeback win. The 
blast by Pujols forced Game 6 and gave Lidge 
his first career postseason loss after going 
1-0 with six saves to start his October career. 
Lance Berkman gave the Astros the lead in 
the seventh with a three-run home run off 
Chris Carpenter before St. Louis mounted its 
comeback. 

St. Louis won the opening game of the se- 
ries by a score of 5-3, but the Astros bounced 
back with wins in Games 2, 3 and 4 to takea 
3-1 advantage overall. Reggie Sanders shined 
for the Cardinals in Game 1, with a home 
run and two RBI, as Andy Pettitte took the 
loss. Oswalt earned the win and Chris Burke 
homered in Game 2as the Astros knocked off 
St. Louis 4-1. Brad Lidge earned a two-inning 
save and struck out three of the seven batters 
he faced. 

Roger Clemens allowed two runs over six 
innings and was the winning pitcher in Game 
3. Mike Lamb led the Astros offense, going 
2x4 with a double, a home run, two RBI and 
tworuns scored. Astros batters managed 11 
hits and Lidge nailed down his second save 
of the series. 

After trailing 1-0 in the fourth inning, the 
Astros battled back to win Game 4, 2-1. Jason 
Lane tied the contest at one with a solo home 
run in the fourth and Morgan Ensberg put 
the Astros ahead with a sacrifice fly in the 
seventh. Chad Qualls entered in the seventh 
and earned the win with a perfect inning of 
work. Lidge closed out the game and picked 
up his third save of the series.

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2005 HOUSTON ASTROS MAKE FIRST TRIP TO WORLD SERIES 


The 2005 season was a magical and historic season for the Houston 
Astros, as the team won its first National League Championship and 
advanced to the World Series for the first time. 

For the second consecutive season, the Astros clinched the 
National League Wild Card berth on the final day of the regular season. 
Brad Lidge recorded his 42nd save of the year on October 2 at Minute 
Maid Park as Houston beat the Cubs 6-4 to end the season and clinch a 
playoff spot. 

The historic season had an inauspicious beginning, however, as 
the Astros began the 2005 campaign with a 15-30 record through their 
first 45 games. On May 25, the club’s reversal of fortune began as Houston and Brandon Backe defeated the Chicago 
Cubs and Greg Maddux at Wrigley Field 5-1, beginning a 44-18 run that was the best in the Majors and carried the Astros 
back into the pennant race. The run included a franchise-record-tying 22 wins in July (22-7, .759). 

In the 2004 postseason, the Houston franchise won its first playoff series in history by defeating the Atlanta Braves 
in five games in the Division Series. The club then fell to St. Louis in seven games in the NLCS. The 2005 playoffs were a 
different story, as the Astros would reach heights the franchise had not previously attained. 

The 2005 NL Division Series would put the Astros in a rematch of the 2004 clash with Atlanta. A familiar foe in the 
postseason, the Braves would be Houston’s opponent in the first round for the fifth time in Houston’s last six playoff 
appearances since 1997. The series would have a historic ending, and it would be in Houston’s favor. 

The Astros took a 1-0 series lead with a 10-5 win at Turner Field, thanks to the 14th career playoff win from Andy 
Pettitte, a five-run eighth inning, and five RBI from Morgan Ensberg. The 10 runs overshadowed a strong “small ball” 
performance by Houston, as the club became the ninth team and the first since 1974 to record four sacrifice bunts in one 
game. The Braves would tie the series after a 7-1 win in Game 2, as John Smoltz turned in a strong performance while 
facing Astros starter Roger Clemens. 

The series journeyed to Minute Maid Park, where the Astros carried a 3-2 lead into the seventh inning of Game 3. 
Six consecutive Houston hitters reached base against the Atlanta bullpen in the seventh, with four scoring to give the 
Astros a comfortable lead they would never relinquish. Roy Oswalt earned the win in Houston’s 7-3 victory, scattering 
six hits and three runs over 7.1 innings. Houston needed one more win to advance to the LCS for the second consecutive 
season. What happened next would be one of the most memorable and unique games in postseason history. 

By the time the eighth inning rolled around, many in the stands and both dugouts were looking ahead to a 
trip to Atlanta for another Game 5, the exact scenario that transpired one year before. Atlanta had a seemingly 
insurmountable 6-1 lead, but what no one knew is that this contest had another three hours left, thanks to Lance 
Berkman, Brad Ausmus, and some tremendous bullpen work by both clubs. 

The longest postseason game in Major League history turned in the bottom of the eighth, when with a 2-1 count 
and the bases loaded, Atlanta closer Kyle Farnsworth decided to challenge Berkman. The tall right-hander likely had a 
different result in mind, as Berkman drove the fastball to left field and into the Crawford Boxes for the first postseason 
grand slam hit by an Astro in franchise history. 


It still appeared that Atlanta would win the game, as the Braves clung to 
a 6-5 lead heading into the ninth. Jason Lane grounded out to third and Jose 
Vizcaino struck out for two quick outs. One could have easily surmised in two 
hours, the Astros would be on a flight to Atlanta. 

Actually, everyone would still be in the ballpark, thanks to Ausmus. 

Ausmus launched a 2-0 Farnsworth pitch to left-center field, and the ball 
hit the fagade above the yellow line, narrowly escaping center fielder Jones's 
outstretched glove for a solo home run that tied the score at 6-6. The game 
that was one out away from ending had changed on one swing of the bat. 

After a 10th-inning rally fell short, Houston would not have another hit 
until the game-winner in the 18th. And around the 15th, after a tremendous 
three-inning effort by Dan Wheeler and the score still deadlocked at 6-6 after 
15 innings, a certain right-hander began warming in the Astros bullpen. 

It would have been plausible to suggest that there was nothing left for 
Roger Clemens to accomplish in his career at that point. After throwing 92 
pitches in the Game 2 loss three days earlier, the 43-year-old Clemens not only 
appeared in relief but made the first pinch-hit appearance of his career in the 
15th for Wheeler. He advanced Biggio on a sacrifice bunt before the next two 
hitters were retired. It was Clemens’ first relief appearance since as a rookie 
with Boston on July 18, 1984, and the Rocket would pitch three scoreless 
innings, throwing a fastball clocked in the mid-90’s and showing no effects 
from the Game 2 loss (and 92-pitch outing) just three days earlier. 

Facing Joey Devine, who was the closer for North Carolina State University 
just four months earlier, Chris Burke deposited a 2-0 fastball into the Crawford 
Boxes, giving Houston a 7-6 win and ending the longest game in playoff 
history at five hours, 50 minutes. 

In addition to sending the Minute Maid Park crowd into a frenzy and the 
Astros to the NLCS for the second consecutive season, Burke became the sixth 
player in postseason history and the first rookie to end a playoff series with a 
walk-off home run, according to the Elias Sports Bureau. 

The previous longest playoff game had also been held in Houston, the 
classic 1986 Game 6 at the Astrodome when the Astros fell to the eventual 
World Champion New York Mets, 7-6 in 16 innings. The “Greatest Game Ever 
Played,” according to one book penned about that game, had been eclipsed in 
terms of innings. And perhaps in terms of greatness as well. 

The abundance of remarkable statistics surrounding this game are too 
numerous to mention. However, to list a few (many of these are courtesy of 
Elias): 

+ The Astros used 23 players, a Division Series record. 

+ The 5:50 time of game eclipsed the 2004 ALCS Game 4 record by one minute 
(5:49). 

* The 42 combined players were the most used in a DS game and the 14 total 
pitchers tied the previous standard. 

+ Houston went hitless from Berkman’s double in the 10th until Burke’s 
game-ending homer in the 18th. 

* The same fan, Sean Dean of Porter, Texas, caught both Berkman’s grand 
slam in the eighth AND Burke’s walkoff. 

+ It was the first game in playoff history with two grand slams (LaRoche and 
Berkman). 

+ As Jim Molony from MLB.COM wrote, the matchup between Franco and 
Clemens featured “90 years on this earth and 42 years of Major League 
experience.” 

* The Braves went 1-for-18 with runners in scoring position, leaving a Division 
Series-record 18 runners on base. 

The Astros became the third team and the first since the 1993 Blue Jays to 
win a playoff game after trailing by five runs or more entering the eighth. 

+ Ausmus’ home run in the ninth made him the fifth player in postseason 
history to tie a game with a home run with two outs in the bottom of the 
ninth inning.

* Clemens became the pitcher with the second most regular-season wins 
(341) before recording his first relief postseason victory, trailing only Walter 
Johnson (377), who accomplished the feat in 1914 in the lone Washington 
Senators’ World Series win in franchise history. 


The Astros were on to St. Louis, where Chris Carpenter outdueled 
Pettitte in Game 1 for a 5-3 St. Louis win. Houston evened the series 
behind seven dominant innings from Roy Oswalt in Game 2, taking a 4-1 
victory. With the series moving back to Minute Maid Park, Mike Lamb 
was the hero witha home run anda double in a 4-3 win. Clemens tossed 
six strong innings and Lidge recorded his second save of the LCS. 

The Houston bullpen was the difference in a 2-1, Game 4 win, as 
after 5.2 innings from Brandon Backe, four Astros relievers combined 
to pitched 3.1 scoreless innings, culminating with another Lidge save. 
Jason Lane homered in the fourth and Ensberg hit a sacrifice fly in the 
seventh for the only two runs Houston would need. 

A three-run homer by Berkman in the bottom of the fifth in Game 
5 gave the Astros a 4-2 lead. However, St. Louis would delay Houston’s 
World Series dreams another couple of days, as Albert Pujols hit a three- 
run home run against Lidge to give the Redbirds a 5-4 win and send the 
series back to Busch Stadium. 

Two days later, Oswalt hosted a going-away party for the Cardinals 
home, as the NLCS MVP allowed three hits and one run in seven innings. 
The Astros were National League Champions for the first time ever, as 
a 5-1 victory sent a Texas team to the World Series for the first time. 
Oswalt was 2-0 with a 1.29 ERA in the series, while Craig Biggio led the 
team with eight hits in the series and Burke paced the club with five runs scored. 

The Astros would now appear in their first Fall Classic, traveling to Chicago to face the American League’s best, the 
White Sox. Clemens started for Houston in Game 1 but was forced to leave with a left hamstring strain after allowing 
four hits and three runs in two innings. Lamb would hit the first home run by an Astro in World Series history, and after 
three innings, the game was tied at 3-3. 

Joe Crede homered in the fourth and Chicago added one more 
in the eighth against Russ Springer, and the White Sox won Game 1, 
5-3. Andy Pettitte pitched six strong innings in Game 2, and Houston 
owned a 4-2 lead heading into the seventh. Slugger Paul Konerko 
changed that with a grand slam against Chad Qualls in the seventh, but 
Jose Vizcaino’s pinch-hit single scored Jeff Bagwell and Burke to tie the 
game at 6-6 in the top of the ninth. However, Scott Podsednik would 
end Game 2 with a walk-off home run against Lidge, and a 7-6 Chicago 
win gave them a 2-0 series edge. 

Already owning the longest game in postseason, Division Series, 
and League Championship Series history, the Astros completed the 
cycle by playing the longest game in World Series history on Tuesday, 
October 25. The game was also the first Fall Classic contest played in 
the state of Texas. 

The Astros raced to a 4-0 lead after scoring one run in the first and 
fourth and two in the third inning of Game 3 against Chicago’s Jon 
Garland. The lead evaporated in the fifth, however, as the White Sox 
scored five runs against Houston starter Oswalt. Lane tied the game 
against Dustin Hermanson in the eighth with a home run. Both offenses 
then went silent until the 14th inning, when a familiar face placed 
Houston in a deep hole. 

With right-handed rookie Ezequiel Astacio on the mound, former Astro Geoff Blum homered to right field to give 
Chicago the lead. The White Sox added another in the 14th, and then Game 2 starter Mark Buehrle pitched the bottom 
frame to save the game and give Chicago a 3-0 series lead. 

World Series MVP Jermaine Dye was responsible for the only run production in the series-clinching Game 4, 
driving in Willie Harris with a ground-ball single to center field in the eighth against Lidge. Brandon Backe had started 
for the Astros and pitched seven shutout innings to keep the game deadlocked until Dye’s hit in the eighth. 

The 1-0 victory clinched the White Sox first World Championship since 1959 and ended the Astros World Series 
hopes in 2005. 

But despite falling short in the World Series, the 2005 Houston Astros team reached heights not previously 
attained, and set a standard of excellence and resilience for future clubs to aspire to.

National League Champions for 
the first time in club history, the 
Houston Astros fell short in their first 
World Series appearance against the 
Chicago White Sox. For the series, the 
Astros were outscored just 20-14 in 
four games, marking the lowest run- 
differential in a World Series sweep 
since 1950. Two of the four games 
were decided by two runs and two 
were decided by a lone run, including 
the series finale. In Game 4, World Se- 
ries MVP Jermaine Dye, singled home 
the game's only run in the eighth in- 
ning to make the score 1-0. Brandon 
Backe battled through seven scoreless 
frames, but Brad Lidge took the loss, 
falling to 0-2 in the World Series. 

Roger Clemens had to exit Game 
1 in the second inning with a left 
hamstring strain as the Astros lost 
5-3. Mike Lamb homered and Lance 
Berkman tied the game early with a 
two-run double, but Joe Crede put the 
Sox ahead for good with a home run 
in the fourth. Jose Contreras nailed 
down the win for Chicago and Bobby 
Jenks earned his first save of the series. 

Game 2 was decided in the bottom 
of the ninth inning ona Scott Podsed- 
nik home run. With the game tied at 
six and the Astros two outs away from 
forcing extra innings, Podsednik hit a 
home run off Lidge, giving the White 
Sox a 2-0 lead in the series. Morgan 
Ensberg homered in the second and 
Berkman drove in two runs to stake 
the Astros to a 4-2 advantage, but 
Houston lostits lead on Paul Konerko’s 
seventh-inning grand slam. 

After five hours and 41 minutes 
and 14 innings, the Astros lost the 
longest game (time; tied in terms of 
innings) in World Series history by a 
score of 7-5. The Astros spotted Roy 
Oswalt four runs in the first three in- 
nings, but Oswalt was unable to hold 
the lead as the White Sox rallied for 
five runs in the fifth. Jason Lane hit a 
home run and drove in two, including 
the tying run off Dustin Hermansonin 
the eighth. Chad Qualls tossed three 
innings of scoreless relief before 
Ezequiel Astacio allowed Geoff Blum’s 
game-winning homer in the 14th. The 
Astros pitching staff had gone eight 
consecutive innings without allowing 
arun.

The 1968 All-Star Game 
reflected overpowering 
pitching. The two leagues 
combined for only eight hits 
and just one run, marking the 
first 1-0 contest in the history 
of the Midsummer Classic. The 
lone run - by the National 
League - was scored in the first 
inning on a single, an error, a 
wild pitch, and a double play. 


Playing for the injured Pete 
Rose, Willie Mays led off in the 
bottom of the first and singled 
to left field. In a failed pick-off 
at first, Luis Tiant’s (CLE) throw 
went wild, advancing Mays to 
second. Curt Flood (STL) was 
then walked, and a fourth-ball 
wild pitch moved Mays to third. 
First baseman Willie McCovey 
(SF) grounded into a double 
play, but Mays took advantage 
to score the only run of the 
game. 


With the victory, the NL 
stretched its winning streak 
to six.

+ provide photo identification and sign in at the media entrance. 

+ allow bags to be searched upon entering the ballpark. 
While covering the game, please be prepared to: 

+ clearly display working credentials at all times. 

+ allow bags and equipment cases to be randomly searched if requested by ballpark 
security officials. 
observe credential regulations as set forth by Major League Baseball and the 
Houston Astros. Only those individuals with the proper credentials will be admitted 
in the clubhouses, on the field and in the press box. 

All 2012 season credentials - whether issued by Major League Baseball, the 
BBWAA, or by the Astros - will bear photographs. Scout Identification cards will 
also require photos. 

+ Houston Astros season credentials will be issued only to those legitimate news- 
gathering agencies that cover the Astros on a daily basis. Daily passes will be 
issued to approved media members who do not qualify for season credentials and 
who meet Major League Baseball’s policies for media access. Requests for daily 
credentials must come directly from the affiliation editor, producer or director, 
via the online credential system at least 48 hours in advance of the game being 
requested. CREDENTIALS MUST BE DISPLAYED IN A VISIBLE MANNER AT ALL TIMES. 
ALL credential requests, whether season or daily, must be applied for via the online 
credential system. This will be the process for Astros regular season, Spring Training 
and National League Division Series credential applications. 

Daily credentials will be available at the Minute Maid Park Media Will Call located 
at Window 28 on Texas Avenue, four hours prior to first pitch. 

No spouses, guests or children of media members will be issued passes, and cre- 
dentials are not transferable. 

Credentialed media are also prohibited from requesting autographs. Any violations 
will result in the immediate revocation of the credential. 

« Credentials may be revoked at any time without cause. 


MEDIA SERVICES 


PARKING: Working media may park in the B and C lots at Minute Maid Park with their 
photo season credential or BBWAA credential. Contact the Astros media relations 
department at (713) 259-8900. 

MAIN PRESS BOX: The press box and broadcast booths are located on the Club Level 
and are accessible from the press box elevator prior to the opening of gates, and after 
the game. The press box stairs and escalator on the main concourse (third base side) 
are available at all times. 

MEDIA DINING ROOM: Located on the Club Level just behind the broadcast booths. 
There is a $10 charge per meal. Media dining is open for service two-and-a-half hours 
prior to first pitch to accredited members of the media. Spouses/children are not al- 
lowed in media dining room. 
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CLUBHOUSES: Both clubhouses are located on the Service Level and are accessible by the press box elevator or stairs. The Astros 
clubhouse is located on the first base side of the ballpark, while the visiting teams and umpires are on the third base side. Pre- and 
post-game access rules are those issued by Major League Baseball. Clubhouses are open three-and-one-half hours before game time 
and close once the team takes the field for batting practice when the team hits outside. When the team does not hit outside, club 
uses discretion on when to close the clubhouse. 

FIELD: All media must leave the field 45 minutes prior to the first pitch. No person will be allowed on the field unless that individual 
has credentials expressly for field privileges (i.e., club pass, photo pass). 

PHOTOGRAPHERS/PHOTO WELLS: In-game access is limited to still photographers and rightsholders broadcasting the game. 
There are four photo wells, located on either side of both the home and visiting dugouts. All photographers must remain in the 
photo wells while the game is in progress. Photographers are only permitted to change location between innings. No ball -- in 
play or dead -- should be handled by anyone other than a ballboy. 

PHOTO ROOM: A photo room is located on the Service Level behind home plate. 

PRESS CONFERENCE ROOM: The press conference room is located on the Service Level across from the home clubhouse down 
the first-base side. 

NOTES: Game notes, updated Major League statistics, lineup sheets and other pertinent media information will be available near 
the media entrance of the press box on the Club Level two hours prior to first pitch. Box scores, play-by-play sheets and post-game 
notes will be available in the same area after each game. 

MEDIA GUIDES: Media guides are available upon request in the press box from club media relations representatives and are 
available online at the MLB Pressbox website. 

TELEPHONES: Some credit card-only phones are available for media use in the main press areas. 

WI-FI: Wireless Internet access is available in Minute Maid Park. Contact the media relations department for details. 

ASTROS ON THE WEB: The official website of the Houston Astros is www.astros.com. The site is updated daily with news, statistics, 
game notes, feature stories and minor league information. The Major League Baseball website, www.mlb.com, can also be accessed 
via www.astros.com. The Astros also offer a Spanish website, www.astros-enespanol.com. The site features daily news coverage 
of the team as well as feature stories from international sports writers. 

MLB PRESSBOX: With approved registration, media members gain electronic access to numerous Major League Baseball resources 
by logging onto www.mlbpressbox.com (on the official MLB website). Some of the information on this site includes: public relations 
contacts; daily statistical updates; daily game notes; current and archived press releases; media guides; press kits; credential 
language and media regulations; and historical information about MLB and its entities. In addition, this site provides media the 
opportunity to download HD quality video, hi-resolution logos for MLB and information on special events for all 30 clubs, as well 
as headshots of players, coaches, umpires and selected executives. All media covering the Astros register on the MLB Pressbox 
site, and all media credential requests for Astros games are now handled through MLB Pressbox.

MILO HAMILTON 


ADVISOR TO THE OWNER, 
‘VOICE OF THE ASTROS’ 


Milo Hamilton returns to the Astros in his new role as Advisor to the Owner 
in 2013, and will do a limited schedule of games and appearances for the 
ballclub. He is already one of the all-time great broadcasters in Major League 
history, and was inducted into his fifth Hall of Fame in January of 2011. 


« He is entering his 68th year on the air, and has been broadcasting Major 
League Baseball since 1953. In history, his 59 years in the Major Leagues is 
second only to Vin Scully's 63. Previous Major League experience included stops with St. Louis, the Chicago Cubs 
and White Sox, Atlanta and Pittsburgh. He served as the play-by-play announcer of the 1979 World Champion 
Pirates and the 2005 National League Champion Astros. 


In July of 2005, Milo elected to work home games only beginning in 2006, but has made select road trips since 
then and is scheduled to broadcast from Detroit’s Comerica Park in May of this season, which will be his 60th Major 
League park. He joined the Astros in 1985. 


Milo also hosts the offseason live talk show, “Astroline,” which features current and former players as guests. 


FIVE HALLS OF FAME: Milo earned the industry's highest honor, receiving the Ford C. Frick award in 1992 from the 
Baseball Hall of Fame. He was inducted into the Texas Baseball Hall of Fame in 1994, the Radio Hall of Fame on Nov. 
18, 2000, the Texas Radio Hall of Fame in 2002, and the lowa Baseball Coaches Hall of Fame in January of 2011. 


MORE ACCOLADES: Milo was presented with the Fred Hartman Long and Meritorious Service Award by the Houston 
Chapter of the Baseball Writers Association of America on Feb. 8, 2001. In 2002, he received the March of Dimes (AIR) 
Award in Radio “Lifetime Achievement Award.” On January 21, 2005, he was honored with a Lifetime Achievement 
Award from the RBI Foundation and was honored by the TBHOF in 2005 with the Jimmy Wynn Toy Cannon Award 
for his many charitable endeavors. On April 8, 2009, Hamilton Street, along the East side of Minute Maid Park, was 
dedicated “Milo Hamilton Way” in his honor, and he was named “2009 King of Baseball” by Minor League Baseball 
at the 2009 Winter Meetings Banquet in Indianapolis, IN. Milo was honored by the Astros for 65 years in baseball 
with the creation of the Milo Hamilton Scholarship on September 1, 2010. In November of 2010, he became the first 
two-time winner of Interfaith Charities’ “Mr. Sportsman” award (also in 1991) and also won the “Spirit of Giving” 
award from the Wesley Foundation. 


THE CALLS: Milo called 11 no-hitters, Ernie Banks’ five grand slams in a season, Stan Musial’s five homers in a 
doubleheader (a feat San Diego’s Nate Colbert duplicated with the Padres against Atlanta in 1972), Roger Maris’ 61st 
homer in 1961 and Henry Aaron’s historic 715th in 1974. Since joining the Astros, he also called Nolan Ryan’s 4,000th 
strikeout in 1985, Barry Bonds’ Major League record tying 70th home run in 2001, the Astros’ historic six-pitcher, 
combined no-hitter in June of 2003 and Craig Biggio’s 3,000th hit in 2007. In 2004, he was on the mic for Roger 
Clemens’ 4,137th career strikeout, passing Steve Carlton for second on the all-time list. His calls of Chris Burke's 
18th-inning, game-winning home run in Game 4 of the 2005 NLDS and the last out in Game 6 of the 2005 NLCS, 
sending the Astros to their first World Series, will be immortalized in franchise history. 


His list of baseball-related honors dates back to 1962 when he was named Chicago’s Sportsman of the Year by 
B’nai Brith. He was the winner of the inaugural Allen Russell Award for distinguished achievement in 1996 and the 
inaugural 1997 RBI Foundation honor for his charitable work, and received the Great Communicator Award from 
the Press Club of Houston in 2000. 

Milo has helped raise more than $40 million for various charities as master of ceremonies at auctions, including: 


March of Dimes, Epilepsy Association, City of Hope, American Cancer Society, Leukemia Society of America and 
Astros In Action Foundation. 


He also has considerable experience broadcasting a wide variety of sports, including Kentucky Wildcats basketball, 
the Chicago Bulls and DePaul Blue Demons. His Texas ties also extend to broadcasting Southwest Conference 
basketball. 


Milo co-authored the book Making Airwaves, 60 Years at Milo’s Microphone, published by Sports Publishing LLC 
in 2006. 


Born in Fairfield, lowa, Milo graduated from the University of lowa with a degree in radio speech. He began his 
baseball broadcasting career in the Three | League in Davenport, lowa in 1950. 


Milo and his wife Arlene celebrated their golden wedding anniversary on April 6, 2002. Arlene passed away in 
February of 2005. The couple had two children, Patricia Joy, who passed away in June of 2006, and Mark (‘Muggsy’). 
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ROBERT FORD 


RADIO BROADCASTER 


Robert Ford was named to the Astros radio broadcast team to work alongside Steve Sparks as the play-by-play 
commentator on Feb. 13, 2012. 


+ Prior to joining the Astros, Ford had served as the radio pre- and postgame host for Kansas City Royals games on 610 
AM KCSP, the Royals flagship station, since 2009. 


+ He has seven years of experience broadcasting minor league baseball, having called over 800 games during stints 
with the Binghamton Mets, Kalamazoo Kings and Yakima Bears. Ford was twice named Frontier League Broadcaster 
of the Year (2003 and 2004). He also has extensive play by play experience in college basketball. 


+ Heis a 2001 graduate of Syracuse University, where he earned a bachelor’s degree in broadcast journalism. 


STEVE SPARKS 


Steve Sparks was named to the Astros radio broadcast team to work alongside Robert Ford as the color commentator 
on Feb. 13, 2012. 


+ Sparks, 47, has served as a pre- and postgame analyst for Astros television games over the last several seasons and 
has also filled in as a color analyst on Astros radio and television broadcasts. 


+ Aknuckleballer in his playing days, Sparks pitched in the Major Leagues in parts of nine seasons (1995-2004) for the 
Brewers, Angels, Tigers, A’s and Diamondbacks. His best season was in 2001 while with Detroit when he went 14-9 
in 35 appearances (33 starts) with a 3.65 ERA while leading the Majors in complete games with eight. He also tallied 
a career high in innings pitched (232.0) that season. 


» Sparks, who resides in Houston, attended Sam Houston State University. 


CRAWFORD JONES

+ He was inducted into the Texas Baseball Hall of Fame on November 12, 2004. 

+ Bill isa member of the Advisory Board at Houston Taping for the Blind and has been a volunteer reader for 16 years. 

+ Bill co-wrote two books. The first, My Baseball Journey, A Sportscaster’s Story co-authored by Tim Gregg, documents 
his career and personal influences (2012), and the second, Houston Astros: Deep in the Heart co-authored by Mike 
Acosta, gives a pictorial history of the Houston Astros (2013). 

+ Brown and his wife, Dianne, reside in Houston. They have one daughter, Allison, and three grandchildren: Luke, 11, 
Emma Kate, 9, and Caitlynn, 6. 


ALAN ASHBY 


TV BROADCASTER 


Alan Ashby returns to Houston as the primary color analyst and occasional play-by-play voice on television for the 
2013 season. 

+ For the past six seasons (2007-12), Ashby had been calling games on radio and television for the Toronto Blue Jays. 

+ Ashby’s hiring marks a return to Houston for the popular former Astros player and radio broadcaster. Ashby spent

+ He is a freelance photographer who has had his own business in Houston since 1980. 

+ He has been the team photographer for the Houston Rockets since 1985, the Houston Texans since day one (2002) and 
the Houston Comets from day one (1996-2008). He was the team photographer for the Houston Oilers for 10 years and 
Rice University for 26 years. 

+ He has done assignments and been published by Newsweek, Time Sports Illustrated, Sports Illustrated for Kids, ESPN 
the Magazine, Sporting News, the Houston Chronicle, Baseball America, Major League Baseball, the NFL, the NBA, the 
WNBA, Adidas, Puma, and Nike. 

+ Bill has two children, Isabelle and William, 7 years old. 
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PLAYER LIMITS: 40 from September 1 to opening 
day; 25 from opening day to August 31, although 
teams have the option to carry 24 players instead of 
25. 


TRADING REGULATIONS: For assignment from one 
Major League club to another, waivers are necessary 
ONLY beginning August 1 and ending on the day 
following the close of the championship season. At 
all other times, no waivers are necessary for trades at 
the Major League level. 


WAIVER PERIODS: End of season to 30th day of 
season; 31st day of the season to July 31; August 1 
to end of season. Players are available on waivers in 
reverse order of standings at the time waivers expire, 
if more than 30 days after start of season; otherwise 
in reverse order of standings at the close of previous 
season. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR A ROOKIE: Not more than 130 
at-bats or 50 innings pitched in the Major Leagues 
during a previous season or seasons, nor more than 
45 days ona Major League roster during the 25-player 
limit (excluding time in military service). 


NIGHT GAME: Any game that starts at 5 p.m. or later. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR A BATTING CHAMPIONSHIP: 
Highest batting average based on a minimum of 502 
plate appearances (or 3.1 plate app. per team games 
played), including official times at bat, bases on balls, 
hit by pitch, sacrifice hits, sacrifice flies and times 
awarded first base due to interference or obstruction. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR A PITCHING CHAMPIONSHIP: 
Lowest earned run average with a minimum of 162 
innings pitched. 


SAVE RULE: Credit a pitcher with a save when he 
meets all three of the following conditions: (1) He is 
the finishing pitcher in a game won by his club; (2) 
He is not the winning pitcher; and (3) He qualifies 
under one of the following conditions: (a) He enters 
the game with a lead of no more than three runs 
and pitches for at least one inning; or (b) He enters 
the game, regardless of the count, with the potential 
tying run either on base, or at bat, or on deck (that 
is, the potential tying run is either already on base 
or is one of the first two batsmen he faces); or (c) He 
pitches effectively for at least three innings. 


DETERMINING SLUGGING PERCENTAGE: Divide the 
total bases of all safe hits by the total times at bat. (At- 
bats do not include walks, sacrifices, hit by pitcher, or 
times awarded first base because of interference or 
obstruction). 


DETERMINING FIELDING AVERAGE: Divide the total 
putouts and assists by the total of putouts, assists 
and errors. 


CONSECUTIVE HITTING STREAKS: A consecutive 
hitting streak shall not be terminated if the plate 


appearance results in a base on balls, hit batsman, 
defensive interference or a sacrifice bunt. A sacrifice 
fly shall terminate the streak. 


CONSECUTIVE-GAME HITTING STREAKS: A 
consecutive-game hitting streak shall not be 
terminated if a player’s plate appearances (one or 
more) result in a base on balls, hit batsman, defensive 
interference or a sacrifice bunt. The streak shall 
terminate if the player has a sacrifice fly and no hit. 


CONSECUTIVE-GAME PLAYING STREAK: A 
consecutive game playing streak shall be extended 
if the player plays one half-inning on defense, or if 
he completes a time at bat by reaching base or being 
put out. A pinch-running appearance only shall 
not extend the streak. If a player is ejected from a 
game by an umpire before he can comply with the 
requirements of this rule, his streak shall continue. 


DETERMINING ON-BASE PERCENTAGE: Divide [hits 
plus total bases on balls plus hit-by-pitch] by [at-bats 
plus total bases on balls plus hit-by-pitch and sacrifice 
flies]. For purposes of this percentage, ignore being 
awarded first base on interference or obstruction. 


DETERMINING THE MAGIC NUMBER: Determine the 
number of games yet to be played, add one, then 
subtract the number of games ahead in the loss 
column of the standings from the closest opponent.

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MLB GUIDELINES FOR THE MOVEMENT OF RETRACTABLE ROOFS 


+ The decision as to whether a game begins with the roof open or closed rests solely with the home club. 


If the game begins with the roof open: it shall be closed only in the event of impending rain or other 
adverse weather conditions. The decision to close the roof shall be made by the home club, after 
consultation with the Umpire Crew Chief. 


The Umpire Crew Chief shall notify the visiting club, which may challenge the opening of the roof if it 
feels that a competitive imbalance will arise. In such an event, the Umpire Crew Chief shall make a final 
decision based on the merits of the challenge. 


Houston, Arizona: Once the roof is closed during a game, it shall not be re-opened. 


+ If the game begins with the roof closed: (Houston, Arizona, Milwaukee) it may be opened when, in 
the opinion of the home club, the climatic environment has reached a level where fan comfort 
and enjoyment will be best served by opening the roof to the natural atmospheric conditions. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, the following guidelines should be applied to opening the roof during 
agame. 


> The roof may only open once during a game. 


> The Umpire Crew Chief will be notified at the commencement of the inning that the roof will be opened 
at the inning’s conclusion. 


> The Umpire Crew Chief shall notify the visiting club, which may challenge the opening of the roof if 
it feels that a competitive imbalance will arise. In such an event, the Umpire Crew Chief shall make a 
final decision based on the merits of the challenge. 


> The opening of the roof shall only commence between innings. 


N LEAGUE SEASON 


The 2013 season marks the 14th season of baseball 
at Minute Maid Park. The venue has hosted numerous 
special events, including the 2004 All-Star Game and Home 
Run Derby, the 2005 World Series, numerous concerts, 
weddings, graduations and galas. 

The year 2000 saw something the grand old game of 
baseball had not experienced since 1964 — a Major League 
team in Houston playing on natural grass outdoors. While 
clear skies and real grass were welcome additions for fans, 
the Bayou City hardball-faithful also enjoyed another first 
in Minute Maid Park's 242-foot-high retractable roof. More 
than 3,000,000 fans embraced the new ballpark in its 
inaugural season. Since then, the club has welcomed more 
than 33,000,000 visitors during the facility’s 13-season 
tenure. 

Ajewel in the crown of the majestic downtown Houston 
skyline, Minute Maid Park has become a welcome home for 
the Houston Astros and has ushered in a new era of Major 
League sports in the city. The downtown ballpark continues 
the proud tradition of visionary innovation in stadium 
construction, beginning with the club’s previous home - the 
Astrodome. Minute Maid Park’s retractable roof technology 
brought open-air baseball to Houston for the first time in 35 
years, and the natural grass surface and classic architecture 
provided Minute Maid Park the atmosphere of the great ballparks of baseball’s golden age. 

Approval of the ballpark, however, was not limited to the applause of the fans. Less than one calendar year after 
its opening, Minute Maid Park had already been recognized on local, state and national awards levels. The following 
are the first three major awards with which the new home of the Astros were honored: 

Greater Houston Preservation Alliance, 2000 Good Brick Award. The President’s Award was presented to former 
owner Drayton McLane, the Astros and the Harris County-Houston Sports Authority for the renovation of the 1911 
Union Station building. The Good Brick Awards are presented annually in recognition of leadership and excellence 
in historic preservation. 

Most Outstanding Civil Engineering Project. This honor came from the Texas Section of the American Society of 
Civil Engineers (ASCE), a professional organization that represents the vast majority of civil engineers. 

National Honor Award for Engineering Excellence. This national recognition for engineering excellence came 
from the American Consulting Engineers Council (ACEC). This honor stamped Minute Maid Park as one of the Top 24 


engineering projects among all buildings and civil works projects nationally. 


Minute Maid Park is located at 501 Crawford Street on the northeast end of downtown 
Houston. Situated near the George R. Brown Convention Center and BBVA Compass Stadium, the ballpark is 
located one block west of U.S. 59 and is bounded by Congress Avenue on the north, Texas Avenue on the south, 


Crawford Street on the west and Hamilton Street on the east. 


The idea for a public-private financing drive for a downtown Houston ballpark was conceived in 
1996. Fourteen leading Houston companies joined together to form the Houston Sports Facility Partnership. 
The Partnership agreed to provide a $35 million interest-free loan with no repayment due until 10 years of 
ballpark operation had passed. With the Partnership’s initial commitment, the Harris County-Houston Sports 
Authority had the support it needed to present a ballpark proposal to the public in November 1996. Voters 


approved the $250 million project.

Park played host to the 75th Major League Baseball 
All-Star Game. More than 350,000 people participated 
in All-Star Week activites, which included the Futures 
Game, Legends/Celebrity Softball Game, and the 
Home Run Derby - all of which took place at Minute 
Maid Park - in addition to the John Hancock All-Star 
Fan Fest. The week culminated with the All-Star Game 
and a 9-4 American League win over the National 
League squad. Four Astros played in the game, 
including NL starting pitcher Roger Clemens, Carlos 
Beltran, Jeff Kent and Lance Berkman. 


FIRST GAMES s thenouston Astros and New 


York Yankees played an exhibition game on March 30, 
2000, with Houston winning 6-5. The Astros hosted 
the Philadelphia Phillies in the first official regular- 
season game on April 7, 2000, with Philadelphia 
winning 4-1. 


ARCHITECT: the architect of Minute Maid 


Park was HOK Sports Facilities Group, along with 
Construction Manager Brown & Root Services, a 
business unit of Halliburton Company. 


THE NAME: onJune 5, 2002, the Houston Astros 


and The Minute Maid Company announced that they 
had expanded their relationship to create a long- 
term marketing and community partnership. The 
multi-year partnership agreement included naming 
rights for the downtown ballpark, rechristening the 
field “Minute Maid Park.” 

The partnership agreement also stipulated that the 
popular Minute Maid Squeeze Play attraction at the 
ballpark will continue for the length of the 28-year 
agreement, along with pouring rights for products 
of The Coca-Cola Company, ongoing advertising and 
marketing programs, and a commitment by Minute 
Maid to support youth baseball programs in the 
Houston area. 

The Minute Maid Company is an operating unit 
of The Coca-Cola Company and the flagship of its 
worldwide fruit beverage business. The Minute Maid 
Company has been headquartered in Houston since 
1967. 

Houston's downtown ballpark was originally named 
Enron Field on April 7, 1999 and was renamed Astros 
Field on February 27, 2002 by an agreement between 
the Houston Astros and Enron Corp. 


SIZE: The building dimensions cover 28.97 acres 


of gross square footage, a total of 1,263,240 square 
feet. The height is 93 feet to the last seating tread, 
equivalent to a nine-story building. 


A replica of a 19th century locomotive 
(circa 1860) and linked coal tender is a fan favorite. 
The train provides an architectural icon which 
combines sight, sound and motion for a dynamic 
entertainment and celebration feature. It also proves 
a link to the past for Houston and the Union Station 
site. The train was designed by Uni-Systems and 
built by SMI & Hydraulics, which also provided the 
transporters for the retractable roof. Weighing close 
to 50,000 pounds, the train runs some 800 feet along 
the low roof track on the west side of the ballpark.

UNION STATION: According to HOK’s design 


platform, the most literal tie between Houston’s past and its 
new ballpark is a physical line to Union Station. On March 2, 
1911, Houston’s second downtown Union Station, rebuilt at a 
cost of $500,000, opened its doors for the first time. In the 101 
years since, it has served as an epicenter of the city’s population 
growth, been a catalyst for commercial evolution, and become an 
identifying landmark within the downtown skyline. 

Houston was once described as “Where 17 Railroads 
Meet the Sea”, and a 1913 article in “The Rotarian” called Houston 
the “City of First Consideration” and “The largest manufacturing 
city in the Southwest.” Union Station was at the center of it all, 
the hub of a strong industrial municipality that specialized in oil, 
rice, sugar and lumber. The historic landmark has also served as a 
shelter for hurricane refugees and has been visited by Presidents 


of the United States. 

Trains with names such as Acadian, Argonaut , Katy Flyer, California Special, Lone Star, Orleanean and Pioneer 
made hundreds of stops at Union Station during its active period (1911-1974). Other trains with monikers such as 
Sam Houston Zephyr, Southerner, Sunset Limited, Sunshine Special, Texas Chief, Texas Eagle, Texas Rocket and 
Valley Eagle routinely picked up passengers there as well. 

The first-floor Great Hall still includes much of Union Station’s original architectural work. It currently serves 
as a general reception area for guests, functions as an event space, and houses the Astros team merchandise 
shop. Each Astros fan who enters Minute Maid Park through Union Station retraces the steps of passengers who 
boarded trains in another era. 

Today, the conference rooms and event spaces occupying the second and third floor of the renovated Union 
Station at Minute Maid Park (open 365 days a year) are named after the trains listed above. They are honored as 
both a tribute to hardworking rail personnel and in remembrance of Union Station’s historic importance. 

The Houston Astros executive offices occupy the fourth and fifth floors of the building. The sixth floor houses 
the Roof Deck and Club House at Union Station, where groups of up to 100 people can watch Astros baseball 
with scenic views of downtown Houston as a backdrop. 

Though it sat vacant for a quarter century from 1974-1999, the former transit hub has re-taken its rightful place 
onthe Houston skyline, now serving as the gateway to Astros baseball and remaining an important landmark in 
downtown Houston.

Three wall 
heights, various angles in the corners and 
power alleys, a 10-degree, uphill slope - 
“Tal’s Hill’- for a center field warning track, 
and a flag pole in the field of play, create 
unique sources for any ball that gets past an 
outfielder. 

Featuring Platinum TE Paspalum grass, 
the playing surface covers 2.5 acres. The 
drainage and irrigation systems include & 
6,682 linear feet of perforated pipe and 
4,406 linear feet of PVC pipe, respectively. 
A total of 78 irrigation heads help make 
the job for head groundskeeper Dan 
Bergstrom and his staff much easier. 

All grassed areas of the playing field 
are also constructed to USGA golf green 
construction specifications, allowing for 
excellent drainage and a growing media 
which is ideal for maintaining high- 
performance turfgrass. 


A total of 400 speaker cabinets are scattered throughout the seating areas and almost 1,000 are 
found along the concourses. The speakers are distributed throughout the ballpark to have cabinets as close to the 
fans as possible. 


Architects from the HOK Sports Facilities Group recommended early on that a retractable roof 
would be appropriate for the Texas climate. Since building the first retractable-roof ballpark - the Skydome 
in 1989 - designers have crafted several kinds of retractable roofs. Some, for instance, open only over a small 
central section. The roof at Minute Maid Park, however, retracts completely off the ballpark to reveal the largest 
open area of any retractable roofed baseball stadium in existence today. A total of 50,000 square feet of glass 
in the west wall of the retractable roof gives fans a view of the Houston skyline, even when the roof is in the 
closed position. 

Uni-Systems provided the technical expertise to design the best roof structure for Minute Maid Park. 
Mechanized roof panels open and close in 12-20 minutes. The roof moves back and forth an estimated 160 times 
a year, a distance of 14.6 miles. To cover the ballpark, steel panels roll in sequence along tracks on the east and 
west sides of the stadium. When the roof is open, the southern and northern panels, each of which measures 
537 by 120 feet and weighs 1,905 metric tons, rest at the north end below the large middle section with its 
dimension of 589 by 242 feet and a weight of 3,810 metric tons. Designers determined the roof’s shape - lower 
side panels flanking the high center panel - by tracking a batted baseball’s hyperbolic flight path. 

Forged steel wheels measuring 35 inches in diameter transport the three roof panels. Each of the 140 wheels

has its own braking mechanism and 60 are equipped with electric motors. 

If the track is slightly out of alignment, all the weight of a roof panel could come to rest on one wheel, causing 
severe structural damage. To prevent this, a polyurethane suspension pad that acts as a spring is attached 
above each wheel to distribute the roof’s weight. The low track/high track configuration and the roof’s built-in 
glass wall not only offer valuable efficiency, but afford a panoramic view of the surrounding landscape unlike 
any other roofed ballpark. 


With visually redirected seats and baseball-only sightlines, Astros fans are as close to the action 
as any in big league baseball. Seats along the right and left field foul lines are only five feet from the line, while 
the nearest spectator along the first and third base lines can be as close as 43 feet to the game. 

The overall seating capacity of Minute Maid Park is 42,060, featuring 15 different seating areas: Dugout Boxes, 
Field Boxes, Crawford Boxes, Bullpen Boxes, Budweiser Patio, Club |, Club II, Club Ill, Terrace Deck, Suites, 
Mezzanine, View Deck, Outfield Deck, Diamond Club and Insperity Club. Each of the ballpark’s four levels - 
Main Concourse, Club Level, Suite Level and Upper Concourse - afford fans a uniquely different perspective. 
Minute Maid Park’s seats are a deep green to match the retro look and design of the ballpark. Approximately 
6,500 seats in the Diamond Level and Charter Seat License areas in the lower bowl and Club Level include cup 
holders. 

Fans sampling the various Minute Maid Park ticket options will find the following at Houston’s ballpark: seats 
on top of the action, various one-of-a-kind amenities like the Minute Maid Squeeze Play, the Budweiser patio 
in center field, and panoramic views of the ballpark and spectacular views of the downtown Houston skyline. 

One of the most popular seating areas are the Crawford Boxes, located in left field and named after Crawford Street, 
which is the street bordering the West side of the ballpark, and provides fans with a unique perspective of what it is 
like to be a MLB outfielder. 

The Diamond Club, Insperity Club, Club Level and Suites provide the ultimate in entertaining areas, while 
groups can take advantage of special mezzanine seating and “The Champions” party room. “Home Run Alley” 
is a 810-foot long fan arcade, including the fan-favorite “Conoco Home Run Porch” in left-center field that is 
actually over the field of play and features a classic gasoline pump to keep track of the number of Astros home 
runs that are hit. 

The Astros Suites, located between the Club Level and Terrace Deck, provide luxury and comfort for watching 
Major League games. Beautifully appointed with a bar/buffet, socializing area and closed-circuit TVs, the suites 
offer privacy and comfort for personal and business entertainment. Sliding glass doors open to stadium chairs, 
designed to seat guests in two rows. 

Keeping with Astros tradition, children 14-and-under are still able to purchase a $1 ticket for seats in the Outfield 
Deck section. 

Food courts and concession stands are designed to preserve the spirit of Houston’s Union Station. Regional 

fare and ballpark favorites are located on the main concourse and in the upper deck.

Inside the ballpark, the “FiveSeven Grille” center field restaurant and sports 
bar offers restaurant or outdoor seating options for fans seeking a one-of-a-kind dining experience. The Minute 
Maid Squeeze Play area along the right field line provides children with a fun, safe, interactive experience. The 
Conoco Home Plate Tower along Texas Avenue is a popular gathering point for fans, and it also features a carillon 
to provide music at appropriate times of the day. 


Following the 2010 season, the Houston Astros installed two new, high-definition 
video boards and a large ribbon board at Minute Maid Park in time for the start of the 2011 Major League 
Baseball season. The new primary video board is located in right field and measures 54 feet high and 124 feet 
wide (approximately 6,695 square feet), making it the third-largest board of its kind in the Major Leagues when 
installed. The Astros previous video board that had been in the ballpark since its inception in 2000 was 26 feet 
high and 45 feet wide. Additionally, the Astros have the largest video board in the Major Leagues featuring 1080i 
display format. A smaller video board, measuring 24 feet high by 40 feet wide, was installed in left field, and a 
ribbon board, stretching from foul pole to foul pole and more than 1,000 feet long, was also added. A speed pitch 
board and an old-fashioned, manually-operated scoreboard keep fans on top of the action in the ballpark and 
in every other big league venue. When it opened in 2000, Minute Maid Park was the first major sports facility to 
feature a closed-captioning board for the hearing impaired. Daktronics, one of the world’s largest suppliers of 
electronic boards, is the company responsible for the Astros new boards. The new state-of-the-art HD video board 
high atop Minute Maid Park provides fans with award-winning special video features and effects created by Astros 
Productions that is unlike anything in Major League Baseball. 


INSPERITY CLUB 


The Insperity Club is Minute Maid Park’s newest premium seating area featuring a premier vantage point directly 
behind home plate. The Insperity Club features premium, plush seats arranged in two rows of reserved seating backed 
by a row of barstools all with an amazing view of the action on the field. 

Total capacity for the Insperity Club is 180 fans. The Insperity Club features The Backstop Bar, an exclusive lounge 
featuring top-shelf cocktails and conversation. This lively bar, surrounded by flat-screen TVs, combines the ultimate 
sports bar atmosphere with live action on the field at Minute Maid Park and games from around the league.
